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that it will be unnecessary to have recourse to any of the drastic measures which have 
suggested themselves, and which would be certain to excite suspicion and opposition from 
other Powers. The British Delegate should have a salary of not less than GOO/, a-year. 
Hitherto he has been expected to discharge the onerous duties connected with the office 
for SO/. a-year. It is true that an extra 50/. a-year was necordcd to Mr. Culvert, but it 
was paid with so much irregularity that the annoyance which he underwent in endeavouring 
to obtain it took away the encouragement it might otherwise have been to him. It has 
now been again proposed to reduce the pay to 50/. a-year, and it requires a jierson with 
the exceptional earnestness and intelligence of Mr. Mievillc to fulfil the duties with zeal for 
such a sum. . . 

Another way to arrive at the object proposed would he to maintain the present 
system, and to appoint a Delegate for the Indian Government, which would have the 
advantage of giving us an additional vote on the Board.

Memorandum on the Quarantine Question.

1 CANNOT concur in the proposal to increase the present number of nsypuan 
official Delegates. The construction put upon such action would clearly be that we 
were bent on imposing our views and will in an indirect way. There exist also minor 

objections.^ (|t8irab)e not onIy (lmt thc Khedivt ,* s Government resume authority, but that 
they should do so forthwith,'then I would venture to >ugge*t that the simplest way would 
he for thc Government to assume responsibility for thc decisions of the Board, and instruct 
1 he President to obtain the sanction of the Minister of the Interior in every case where 
this responsibility would he onerous, by reason of the Board s decisions not being in con¬ 
formity with the Regulations; and likewise when alterations in the Regulations were 

' * Rut 1 respectfully submit that, unless (or until) the existing Board is entirely 

abolished, it would be most unadvisablc to make any change whatever likely to create 
opposition. , . 

Two points, however, are essential while things remain as they are, namely: 

1. That great care he taken in the selection of the British Delegate, and that he he 
instructed to consider any other duties lie may have to perform as secondary. 

2. That stricter orders he given to the Egyptian Delegates (seven of whom are Euro¬ 
peans) to vote as the Government desires, and not as their fancy or national jealousies 
dictate. The Egyptian Government must also see that these orders are obeyed.

You will further note 
that havin'' regard to the assertion that Italy was the country most interested in the 
matter, I c.xpre'sscd, on behalf of Her Majesty’s Government, my doubts w hether Berlin

Sir E. Baring to Earl Granville.—{Received November 15.)

My Lord, Cairo, November 5, 1883. 

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s telegram of the 
31st October, in which I am requested to state my opinion as to whether it would be 
desirable for Her Majesty’s Government to assent to the meeting of an International 
Conference at Rome, for the discussion of Egyptian sanitary questions. Your Lordship 
has also asked me to consider whether there is any basis free from objection on which a 
Conference might he convoked. 

Before expressing an opinion on this very difficult and complicated question, I 
thought it desirable to consult Dr. Maekie. Dr. Maekie was good enough to come to 
Cairo, and I have had the advantage of discussing the question with him in all its 
aspects. 

I observe, from your Lordship’s telegram under reply, that the proposal made by the 
Italian Government last August was that an International Conference should assemble at 
Rome “ for the discussion of Egyptian sanitary questions.” 

Your Lordship is, without doubt, aware that sanitary matters in Egypt arc now 
under the direction of two distinct bodies, namely :— 

1. The Board of Health, which sits at Alexandria, under the Prcsidencc of Hassan 
Pasha Mahmoud, and which deals with quarantine, and, generally, with all questions con¬ 
nected with the introduction into Egypt of epidemic diseases, and their transmission to 
foreign countries ; and, 

‘2. The Board of Health, which sits at Cairo, under the direction of Salem Pasha, 
and which deals with all matters connected with the internal sanitary administration of 
Egypt. 

The functions of these two bodies arc more fully described in the two Decrees of the 
3rd January, 1881, which were inclosed in Sir Edward Mnlet’s despatch No. I, Sanitary, 
of the Gth January, 1881. 1 presume that 1 am correct in supposing that the proposal of the 
Italian Government is only to discuss at the Conference such matters as at present come 
within the cognizance of the Alexandrian Board of Health. 

The organization of the Cairo Board of 1 lealth is, indeed, very defective, and the manner 
in which it may be improved is now occupying the attention of the Egyptian Government. 
But it is clour that this is a question which lies entirely within the competence of 
the Egyptian Government, and that it is neither necessary nor desirable that it should 
form the subject of discussion at any International Conference. If, however, there is any 
doubt on this point, it should certainly be removed, before proceeding with any further 
negotiations, with a view to the meeting of a Conference. 

1 proceed to the further discussion of the question, on the assumption that the 
proposal made by the Italian Government is to deal, at an International Conference, 
with such matters only ns at present come within the competence of the xVlexandrian 
Board of Health. 

I am quite clear on one point connected with this subject, and that is, that matters 
should not he allowed to remain ns they are. It will probably be hardly necessary for me 
to state at length my reasons for entertaining this opinion. It will be sufficient to 
say that abundant evidence may he adduced to show the great undesirability of leaving 
the vast commerce between the East and the West, which passes through Egyptian 
territory, at the mercy of an irresponsible International body, such ns the Alexandrian 
Board of Health. The administration of the Board is very defective. It is under no sort 
of control. Its decisions are often arbitrary and capricious. Its application of the 
Quarantine Rules has often been the subject of just criticism. Moreover, sanitary 
questions arc but too often treated, not exclusively on their own merits, hut with reference 
to the political bias of some of the members of the Board. 

1 am, therefore, strongly of opinion, that the question is one that should not, 
and indeed, cannot bo left alone. 

Reform is very urgently required. In considering, from a practical point of view, what 
the nature of that reform should be, it appears to mo desirable to leave out of account 
altogether, the consideration of the question whether quarantine can or cannot prevent the 
propagation of contagious disease, whether cholera is contagious, and cognate points. 
These are, without doubt, questions of very great importance, hut many of them can 
(done be discussed with advantage by persons possessed of special scientific knowledge.

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sanitary measures should he fixed on the Egyptian Government, and that thc Board 
should he reorganized in such a manner as to eliminate its international character. 

The manner in which this reform can best he effected remains to he considered. 

On this subject, I beg to refer your Lordship to laird Dullcrin’s despatch Xo. 3, 
Commercial, of the 21st April, 1883. 

Lord Duffcriii recommended that thc foreign Delegates should no longer he allowed 
to vote, hut that tlicv should attend the meetings of the Board so that they might he in a 
position to report to'their respective Governments thc measures which wore adopted by 
the Board with a view to preventing thc introduction of disease into Egpyt. It cannot ho 
doubted that this would he hv far the most effective plan of reform. I uisli, however, to 
add one further recommendation beyond what is contained in Lord Dufl’erin's despatch. 

One main argument which is constantly used to justify the international character of 
thc present Board is that no reliance can be placed on Egyptian officials to carry 
out whatever Quarantine Regulations may be in force. It cannot he denied that there is 
some force in this argument. I think, therefore, that if the Board were reconstituted on 
the basis recommended by I^ord DufFcrin, it would be desirable that Her Majesty s 
Government should insist on the Egyptian Government taking such steps ns will render 
the Board, as reconstituted, a thoroughly efficient body. The nature of those steps would 
require very careful consideration, and 1 am not at present in a position to make detailed 
recommendations on the* subject. But 1 may say that one essential point would be to 
insure a strict observation of the Regulations in respect to ships passing through thc Canal 
in quarantine. Also, it would probably he necessary to insist on the appointment of an 
English Vice-President of the Board, 'flic circumstances are so peculiar that I do not think 
that the general objections to increasing the numbers of European employes in Egypt 
would apply with any considerable force in this instance. 

Although thc plan to which 1 huve alluded above would unquestionably be a very 
effective remedy to existing evils, it cannot, 1 fear, be doubted that its adoption would 
cause great irritation amongst some, and those the most important, of the rowers who are 
now’ represented on the Board of Health. 

It might, not impossibly, alienate from us the good-will of those 1 owers who, generally 
speaking, are not inclined to create unnecessary difficulties in the work of reform and 
reorganization which is now going on in Eg) lit under British auspices. 

Whether it is worth while to incur thc irritation which would be caused by carrying 
out the reform in question is, I must admit, an exceedingly difficult question to decide. 

I am inclined to think that the reform is so absolutely necessary, and that it is so 
desirable to effect it whilst the presence of thc British garrison in Egypt makes British 
influence unquestionably paramount, that it is worth while incurring u good deal of 
opposition in order to effect it. . , ... 

But I udmit that the question is a very open one, on which there may very well be 
two opinions. Moreover, a proposal of this sort, which may give rise to friction with 
other Powers, must necessarily, to some extent, at all events, be decided with relercnce to 
the general relations of Her Majesty’s Government with those Powers, a subject which it 
is obviously beyond the scope of my duties to express any opinion. 

1 will presently allude to a plan which it might, perhaps, he worth while to try 
before taking so decisive a step as to destroy the international character of the Board, 
without consultation with the other Powers concerned. 

The observations which 1 have so far made were necessary in order to enable me to 
answer the first of the two questions contained in your Lordship’s telegram of the 31st 
October, namely, what is my opinion on thc question of assenting to an Intel national 
Conference at Rome ? . 4 M . 

My answer to that question is, that if Her Majesty s Government is prepared to 
move the Egyptian Government to reconstitute the Board in the maimer proposed by 
Lord Duffcriii, it is not impossible that, from the point of view of the Italian Government, 
there would be no longer any use in assembling a Conference. . 

It is, however, worth considering whether the matter might not be treated iu the 
following manner: that the Board should be reconstituted as proposed by Lord Duffern, 
and that simultancuosly a Conference might be assembled to discuss the details of the 
Quarantine Regulations. a ..»• u 

Should Her Majesty’s Government agree in those Regulations they might then be 
recommended to the Egyptian Government, and Her Majesty s Government might pledge 
itself to use its good offices with the Egyptian Government to insure effect being given to 
them, and especially to insure a strict observation of thc rules in respect to vessels passing 
through thc (’anal in quarantine. . A , . . ... _ ..

think it undesirable to incur all the friction and irritation which would he involved in 
reconstituting the existing Board on a non-international basis without consultation with 
the other Bowel's concerned. , , , ., . * , .. 

Under this assumption" there is no doubt a gooo deal to be said in favour of assenting 
to a Conference, provided the large commercial interests of England and India were 
adequately represented, and provided it were distinctly understood that the most complete 
liberty of action were reserved to reject the whole or any portion ot the decisions of the 

A great deal, however, would depend upon the conditions under which the Con¬ 
ference was assembled. To give an unconditional assent to the general discussion of 
Quarantine Regulations, their method of application in Egypt, and the authorities under 
whose orders they were to be put in force, might prove embarrassing. It is doubtful 
whether anv good would result from such a Conference. It might do positive harm. 

It remains to he considered whether it is possible to suggest any unobjectionable basis 
on which a Conference might he convoked. The only satisfactory basis would be to obtain 
beforehand the assent of the Powers to those principles, the adoption of which I have 
advocated in the preceding portion of this despatch. 

Under this arrangement it would, before the Conference were convoked, be rccog-

2. That the measures adopted in Egypt should be under the sole control ot the 
Egyptian Government, although every facility would be given to foreign Powers to enable 
them to obtain correct information in respect to those measures. 

3. That shi|xs were, under all circumstances, to be allowed to go through tiic t anal in 
quarantine, but that any Power might, if it chose, make separate arrangements with the 
Egyptian Government in respect to ships arriving at Suez, and hound for one of its own 
ports. On the other hand Her Majesty’s Government might agree 

1. To use its good offices with the Egyptian Government to insure acceptance of 

the Regulations prepared by the Conference, provided those Regulations were ol a nature 
to command the approval of Her Majesty’s Government. . , , 

2. To insist on the Egyptian Government reorganizing the existing Board ot Health, 

and its subordinate establishments, in such a manner as to insure the due execution of 
whatever Regulations were in force. . , * 

3. To insist especially on the strict observance of the Regulations in respect to shins 
passing through the Canal in quarantine, it being understood that those Regulations would 
provide for proper facilities being given for coaling at Port Said or Suez. 

4 . To co-operate cordially in the enforcement of any Regulations framed in respect to 

the traffic of pilgrims. , . . . 

If these conditions were accepted, I think a Conference might he convoked not only 
without objection but with advantage. 

Indeed, on the whole, I think this procedure would be preferable to the alternative 
plan of reconstituting the existing Board of Health on a non-international basis, without 
consultation with the other Powers concerned. This latter plan, as I have already said, 
would probably cause a good deal of friction and irritation. 

It may very well be, however, that it would he impossible to get the Italian and 
other Governments to agree to a Conference on this basis. It would be urged that, under 
this plan, the main points which the Conference ought to discuss would be settled helore 

If this were the case, it might perhaps be possible to abandon the first of the 
conditions named above, under which the only responsibility devolving on the Egyptian 
Government would he to adopt whatever measures it might consider necessary for 
preventing the introduction of epidemic diseases into Egypt. 'Ibis involves the assertion 
of a principle which it would be desirable to have recognized. But the most important 
practical reform that results from this principle is that to which allusion is made in the 
second of the two conditions named above, namely, that whatever measures are adopted in 
Egypt to prevent the introduction of epidemic diseases, should be under the sole control ol 
the Egyptian Government. , . . .... 

f hardlv think it would he advisable to join a Conference unless tins latter condition— 
as well a Iso* as the third condition, relative to the passage of ships through the Canal m 
quarantine—were accepted. , , . . . 

On the whole, therefore, my opinion is, that the course best calculated to curry out 
the reforms which are essential, with the least degree of friction and irritation, would be to 
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endeavour to negotiate the meeting of a Conference on the basis which I have suggested 
above. If the Italian and other Governments demurred to these proposals, it is just 
possible that they might be able to make counter-proposals which Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment might be able to accept, although 1 confess that at present no other proposals, which 
would be free from objection, occur to me. 

There is, however, one considerable objection to adopting this plan, and that is, that if, 
after making the proposals I have suggested above, the negotiations for convoking a 
Conference fell through, Her Majesty's Government would be in a worse position than 
before in the matter of reconstituting the Board of Health, without previous consultation 
with the other Powers. The most essential reform, namely, the creation of an Egyptian, 
in the place of an International, Board of Health, would then, to sonic extent, have been 
under the consideration of the Powers, and would have been rejected by them. Under 
these circumstances, the difficulty of dealing with the matter in a sense adverse to 
the declared views of many of the most important Powers would, without doubt, he 
enhanced. 

I recognize the force of this objection. At the same time, the subject is beset with so 
many difficulties that I am unable to suggest any less objectionable course than that to 
which I have alluded above. It is not improbable that if Her Majesty's Government in 
any way intimated its consent to the principle of a Conference, matters would admit of 
arrangement. 

1 conceive that the Italian and other Governments arc almost ns anxious as we me 
that the present Quarantine Regulations should he revised, and although public opinion on 
the Continent places more confidence in the efficacy of quarantine to effect its object, and 
attaches less importance to the vexatious restrictions imposed on commerce by the Quaran¬ 
tine Regulations than public opinion in England, at the same time the hindrance to 
commerce caused by those Regulations is being felt, and I cannot help thinking that a 
belief is gaining ground that the Regulations might be made both more effective and less 
vexatious than they arc at present. 

Under these circumstances I should doubt if the Italian and other Governments 
would he willing to see matters come to nti absolute deadlock, while they must, at the 
same time, be perfectly aware that without the co-operation of Her Majesty's Government, 
no reform in the existing system, can, so far as Egypt is concerned, he cllected. I should 
imagine, therefore, that they might not improbably be willing to make some concessions in 
order to obtain that co-operation.

IN my despatch No. 1(15 of the oth instant, I had the honour of addressing your 
Lordship on the subject of the proposed International Conference at Rome. 

Since that date 1 have received your Lordship’s despatches Nos. 73 and 74, 
Commercial, of the 31st October, 1883. These despatches suggest to me some further 
observations on this important subject. 

In Count Nigra’s note vtrbule of the 3rd August, 1>83, it is suggested that the 
duties of the Conference should be: 

“ 1. De reformer, et de comprcndre dans un code unique, qui scrait souinis «\ l'nppro- 
bation des Gouveriicmcnts, les Reglemcnts Sanitaires Egyptiens. 

“2. D'cxaininer les reformes dont le Conseil Sanituirc International d’Alexandrie 
scrait susceptible*.

Your Lordship will observe that these terms are veiy wide. The 1st and 3rd Articles 
embrace an inquiry into the whole sanitary service of Egypt. I think it would be both 
undesirable and unnecessary to submit to a Conference any questions connected with the 
internal sanitary administration of Egypt. 1 am quite confident that the proposal, as it 
stands, would meet with very strong and, as it appears to me, reasonable objections on the 
part of the Egyptian Government.

My Lord, Cairo, December 17, 1889. 

I 11AVE the honour to inclose u copy of a letter I have received from Dr. Mackie, 
giving cover to a Report from Dr. Ardouin Bey, the Inspector-General of the Quarantine 
Service. The most important subject with which this Report deals is the condition ol the 
quarantine establishments at Moses* Wells. 

It is not, I think, creditable to the Sanitary Board that, as Dr. Mackie says, no thorough 
inspection of the quarantine station or Report on it has been made for about two years. 
Recently attention has been drawn to the subject, partly because Dr. Mackie frequently 
insisted on its importance, and partly because 1 laid before the Board certain facts in con¬ 
nection with the transport of my own baggage from India to Egypt. Allusion is made to 
these facts in Dr. Ardouin’s Report. .... , . 

I need not trouble your Lordship with the details connected with them. I will omy 
say that my personal experience was of a nature to confirm the justice of the complaints so 
frequently made as regards the annoyances caused by the quarantine system. 

Nothing can be worse than the arrangements made for the convenience of passengers 
at Moses* Wells. It is, however, easier to indicate the evil than to suggest an adequate 
remedy. Some improvements might no doubt be made if the Board of Health were 
reorganized. Your Lordship is, however, already aware of the difficulties which attend any 
such reorganization. But to establish a proper lazaret at Moses* Wells would involve a 
much larger expenditure of money than the Egyptian Government can aflord. 

I would suggest to your Lordship that these papers might with advantage be sent to 
Mr. Mievillc. His experience may enable him to make some practical suggestions ou 

the subject. _, .

I HAVE the honour to forward, for your information and the information of Her 
Majesty’s Government, copy of a Report by Dr. Ardouin Bey, Inspector-General of the 
Quarantine Service, on the state of the Quarantine Agency at Suez, and the quarantine 
establishment at Moses’ Wells. With regard to the state of things in the office of the 
Suez Agency, it is to be hoped that an improvement will now take place, as the former 
Agent has been removed, and a man in whom the Administration has confidence has been 
designated for the post. ~ 

I wish to call your attention more particularly to the official Report on the state of the 
quarantine station at Moses’ Wells, which, I think, fully justifies the statements l have 
made as to the deficient inspection and administration of the Service, and the illusory 
results of quarantine as practised. . 

The Inspector*General states in his Report that the quarantine station was Sully 
equipped by him in 1881, and it would appear that no thorough inspection of it or Report 
has been made since then. The present visit of inspection, of which Report is inclosed, 
was made on account of representations made by me as to the state of the tents, bedding, 
& c „ and the difficulty of obtaining provisions, grave complaints having been made by the 
Indian postal agents who had to undergo quarantine. 

Situated as the station is, at a distance of 7 miles from Suez, where no provisions 
arc to be had on the spot, the provisioning of it in time of quarantine presents some 
difficulties. As the people who undergo quarantine there arc few and at long intervals, no 
‘‘restaurateur" will be found to undertake supplying them as a private speculation, and 
the Quarantine Administration does not sec its way to undertake the expense of keeping a 
staff of servants and stock of provisions on the spot. As British interests are chiefly 
involved, severul plans of provisioning the station have been proposed to me, but 1 have 
intimated that lean agree to no scheme which does not guarantee a proper supply of 
wholesome provisions ut reasonable prices to passengers, some of whom may be invalids.

ments have of protecting their own territory against the introduction of disease from 
without, but nothing more than this.

An'intermediate course, leaving some kind of authority in an International Board of 
Health at Alexandria, does not appear to promise any advantage, either present or future,

M. PAmbnssndeur, Foreign Office, March 7, 

THE Government of His Italian Majesty will he aware, from the eomniunicationa 
which have passed between your Excellency and this Department, that while Her 
Majesty’s Government have thought it advisable, un to the pre ent time, to defer 
returning a definite reply to the invitation which the Italian Government were so good 
as to extend to them in the course of the past year for their cooperation in au Inter¬ 
national Conference at Rome, having for its object an exchange of ideas respecting the 
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reform of the. existing Quarantine and Maritime Board in Egypt, Her Majesty's 
Government have not ceased to give this matter their most serious attention. 

Her Majesty’s Government have felt, and still continue to feel, very great doubts as 
to the possibility of discussing any Quarantine Regulations at the present time. The 
whole theory and practice of quarantine as a preventive of cholera epidemics must, if 
seriously considered, he based upon scientific facts regarding the contagion of cholera. 

If cholera is not contagious quarantine is manifestly a needless ami vexatious impedi¬ 
ment to communication. If it is contagious, a knowledge of the conditions of its 
contagion is necessary for framing even the most trivial Regulations respecting the 
duration of quarantine, the distinction between susceptible and non-susccptiblc goods, 
and the processes of disinfection. 

The subject has for many years past been studied in British India by eminent 
medical authorities, and a scientific Commission, sent out by the German Government, is 
at ibis moment engaged there upon further researches into the causes ot the disease. 

Hitherto, however, as tin* Italian Government is well aware, no one single fact 
respecting the contagion of cholera hns obtained the general acceptance ot scientific 
observers, and the discussion therefore of Regulations which should he founded upon real 
knowledge must necessarily be deferred. 

Her Majesty’s Government, however, while recognizing the impossibility ol framing 
any well-founded Quarantine Regulations at the present time, arc not without hope that 
the meeting of a Consultative Conference might prove useful for suggesting to the 
Egyptian Government some very desirable reforms in the constitution of the Maritime 
and Quarantine Board of Alexandria. ... , • 

The right to impose quarantine for the protection of Egypt from suspected contagion 
naturally belongs to the Khedive for that purpose alone, although it is open to any other 
Governments to arrange with the Egyptian Government that the quarantine required of 
vessels bound to their own ports should he enforced nt Suez; and the Maritime and 
Quarantine Board of Alexandria, which was not loundcd upon any International Con¬ 
vention or Conference, hut created by a Khedivial Decree, must be considered ns a body 
for whose constitution and acts the Egyptian Government is responsible. 

In accordance with these views, Her Majesty’s Government hold that the Egyptian 
Government has no right to prevent or delay the passage ot ships through the Suez 
Canal, provided that they observe the Regulations considered necessary for the protection 
of Egyptian territory, and that they arc not bound directly to the ports of any State 
which has made arrangements for the quarantining of such ships at Suez. The tact that 
at least 80 per cent, of the shipping passing through the Canal is British renders it 
necessary that Her Majesty’s Government should insist strongly upon this principle. 

There arc, however, many other important points connected with the constitution 
and administration of the Egyptian Maritime and Quarantine Board, the construction 
and management of lazarets, the expenses of the quarantine service, the scale ot tecs &c., 
which might with great advantage he discussed at an International Conference, and Her 
Majesty’s Government would therefore be quite ready to take part in the deliberations 
suggested by the Italian Government upon the condition tliut it should be previously 
agreed by all the Governments represented— 

1. 'Unit the only responsibility devolving on the Egyptian Government would be to 
adopt whatever measures it might consider necessary for preventing the introduction of 
epidemic diseases into Egypt. .... ... , , , . 

o. That the measures adopted in Egypt should lie under the. sole control ot the 
Egyptian Government, although every facility would be given to foreign Powers to enable 
them to obtain correct information in respect to those measures. 

it. That -inns were, under all circumstances, to be allowed to go through the Canal 
in quarantine, 1ml that any Power might, if it chose, make separate arrangements with 
tlie Egyptian Government in respect to ships arriving nt Suez, and bound tor one ol its 

own IjoM^ ^ rc ,. ues ty 0 ur Excellency to inform your Government that upon these terms 
Her Majesty's Government believe that they could properly and usefully accept their 
imitation to join in a Conference, and Hint they trust that the earctul consideration 
which they have given to the subject may be accepted as a proof of their earnest desire 
to co-operate with the Government of Italy in a matter of the highest importance to the 
welfare and commerce of Europe and the Enst.

M. Guillois, Delegate for France, did not, however, attend the meeting, and the 
business was proceeded with by the other tour named above. 

All the members admitted in principle the justice of modifying the rules with regard 
to the class of vessels I have mentioned. This being accepted, 1 proposed that on 
sanitary grounds we should admit that there was room for modification. This was 
accepted, and after a short discussion it was agreed to submit the following modification 
for the approval of the Board at its next meeting, viz.: Vessels such ns vessels ot war 
and regular postal steamers having a recognized regular medical service, shall, on arrival 
at Suez from the East— 

After a passage of eight days, undergo quarantine of three days. 

After a passoge of nine days, undergo quarantine ot two days. 

After a passage of ten days, undergo quarantine of twenty-four hours. 

After a passage of over ten days, undergo quarantine of twenty-four hours. 

This proposition will be submitted to the members of the Board, and if accepted in 
principle, which 1 have every reason to believe it will be by a good majority, it not 
unanimously, the President intends to propose that the modification should come into 
force nt once either permanently or “provisionally.” It is very probable that it will be 
accepted for the present only "provisionally,” as several of the Delegates will no doubt 
wish to communicate it to their Governments before giving their filial adhesion. I he 
nomination of an English President, though at first it created great irritation and 
hostility, is now having good effect on many of the members of the Board, and inspiring 
them with confidence in a proper administration of the quarantine service. 

With regard to the quarantine of twenty-four hours after a passage of ten days, 1 
endeavoured to persuade the other member to substitute tor that a strict “ nrinisonnc- 
ment .sanitairc” by a thoroughly competent medical sanitary agent, pointing out lo 
them that it was more scientific and more otfectual n* a sanitary safeguard than a simple 
detention of twenty-four hours, though it might be necessary to detain the vessel only a 
few hours to effect it. 

They all agreed that the measure was both more practical and more useful, but 
declined to accept it on the ground that many of the European Governments would look 
upon it as an attempt to do away with quarantine. The proposition, however, was well 
received, and ns it would fully meet nil requirements in the ease of vessels such as regular 
mail-steamers and ships of war, and cause less delay than twenty-four hours detention 
in quarantine, 1 shall endeavour to bring il before them again before the modifications 
are submitted to the Board. 

A very important question was also referred to in the Committee, but not discussed, 
viz.: When are Indian ports where cholera is endemic to he considered in quarantine 
and in free pratique? If the modified quarantine rules are to he applied against Bombay, 
for instance, whenever cholera exists, it will be in almost perpetual quarantine in Egypt. 
The members of the Committee feel that the question ought to he studied and some basis 
established »»n which quarantine against India should be regulated, instead of leaving it 
to be decided as the case presents itself by the votes of parties at the Board. 

As 1 shall be one of the Committee appointed to study this question, I shall be glad 
to receive any practical suggestions. It is evident that they will nut accept either 
the definition of the Indian Government or that of the Dutch Government, of endemic 
and epidemic cholera, as establishing a basis sufficiently practical and safe for the purpose.

was named to study the advisability of modifying the existing Quarantine Regulations ns 
applied to postal steamers, regularly recognized as such, and having a regular medical 
service, and ships of war. . „ __ „ ... . _ , 

The members of the Committee, with the exception of M. Guillois, the trench 
Delegate, who excused himself on account of pressure of other work, met last week to 
consider the question, and after a little discussion unanimously agreed to propose to the 
Boat’d the following modification of Article 1 of the “ R&glement contre le Choldra, 
viz.:—

With regard to the twenty-four hours’ quarantine after a passage of ten days, l 
proposed to my colleagues of the Committee to consider whether the case would not be 
more fully met by substituting for twenty-four hours' quarantine, which is simply twenty- 
four hour's’ detention, a rigorous and careful “arraisonnement sanitaire,” ns carried out in 
Finland by order of the Local Government Board, for ships arriving from infected ports 
and is contained in our General Rules, under 'litre VII and Title 111 of the “ Reglemont 
General” of the Egyptian Quarantine Board. By an "arraisonnement sanitairc ' the 
Sanitary Agent has power and is bound to inspect the vessel thoroughly, to take evidence 
t5U] 0 
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•on oath, if thought necessary, from ship’s offie. r«, crew, or passengers, examine log-book, 
&c., to find out if there is any suspicion of disease, or probable danger to the public health. 
The “ arraisonnement ” may last one hour or several, perhaps sometimes twenty-four, 
according to circumstances, hut as soon as finished the vessel is admitted to free pratique 
if its state has been found satisfactory. My colleagues agreed with me without hesitation 
that this was more scientific and practical, and presented a better guarantee than a simple 
detention of twenty-four hours in quarantine, hut refused to accept it for the following 
reasons:— 

First, that it is difficult to find in Egypt men capable and honest and independent 
enough to carry it out. 

Secondly, that the Governments in Europe would think it was an attempt to do away 
with quarantine altogether, and might refuse to accept the modification which we have 
presented to the Board. 1 therefore agreed to leave it to he proposed on some future 
occasion, and I have found, on consulting Mr. Mieville, that he also is of opinion that the 
moment is not opportune. 

A meeting of the Board was called by the Fiv.-ident on Saturday to submit the pro¬ 
posed modification to the Delegates, and to endeavour to get them to vote it provisionally. 
The Delegates, however, almost unanimously refused to discuss it until they had further 
time to study it and refer it to their Consul-General. The discussions and voting are, 
therefore, postponed for next meeting on the first Tuesday of April. 

Although I quite agree will Mr. Mieville and my colleagues of the Committee that 
great prudence is required in proposing modification- ..t present in Regulations against 
cholera, especially if these modifications arc proposed by a Delegate of England, I think a 
way might be found of having the modification of an ‘'arraisonncineiit sanitairc” submitted 
to the votes of the Delegates by the Egyptian Government without endangering the 
acceptance of the modification as now proposed, it living distinctly pul forward always that 
it is proposed only for first-class mail-steamers and ships of war—vessels which present 
every possible guarantee for the public health.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
• unitary Board was held yesterday. 

The modification of the Quarantine Regulations with regard to mail steamers and 
tdm a <>l "»r, as proposed by the “Comite des Reglcnients,” "as again submitted to the 
Board and accepted ‘•provisionally ” by all the Delegates except the Delegate of Russia, 
" ‘ o abstained from voting as he is a stranger at the Board, ami had not received instruc¬ 
tions 

1 inclose a copy of flic modification ns provisionally accepted by the Delegates, to be 
pn. m o|.« ralom at once, pending reference to their respective Governments. The 
1 rco-li Delegate objected to transports carrying masses of troops being admitted to the 
benefit of the modification as ships of war. The Board decided to refer this objection to 
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the Comite des Reglcments to he studied, and to exclude transports carrying troops from 
the modification until the decision of the Committee has been submitted to and discussed 
by the Board. I reminded the Board that hospital ships, such as the English transports, 
had always been regarded by them as presenting exceptionally good sanitary guarantees, 
but several oftlic Delegates observed that there were other transports, especially Turkish 
transports or ships of war, used as transports for masses of troops which sometimes arrive 
at Egyptian ports in a most unsanitary condition. 

After this modification bad been accepted by the Board, the President laid before 
the Delegates the amended modification already submitted by me to the members of the 
Comite des Reglcments, viz., to substitute for twenty-four hours of quarantine a simple 
“ armiaonnement sanitairc special,” seriously performed by a competent sanitary agent. 
One or two of the Delegates spoke very strongly in favour of an “arraisonncineiit** 
instead of a simple detention of twenty-four hours. Others, though not opposing it, 
doubted the possibility of applying it in Egypt, but with the exception of the Delegate 
(acting) of France, all agreed to refer it to the C'omite des Reglcments to he studied and 
reported on to the Board. Although I had abandoned the intention of bringing forward 
this proposal at present, on account of the strong opinion of Mr. Mieville that the 
moment was inopportune, I was induced to take it up again on learning from Sir Evelyn 
Baring that he had consulted several of his colleagues, Representatives of dificrcnt 
European Powers, and that none of them had shown serious objections to it. One 
or two of my fellow Delegates also supported me, and Mr. Midvillc, after 1 bad oppor¬ 
tunities of discussing it thoroughly with him, also took a favourable view of it. The gront 
difficulty we both encountered at the outset was the method to he adopted of laying it 
before the Delegates, as we considered it prudent that the initiative at the Board should 
not he taken by the Delegate of England. It was therefore decided that we should both 
go to Cairo to confer with Sir Evelyn Baring, and learn more fully from him wlmt had 
passed between him and the Representatives of other European Powers. After an 
interchange of views it was decided that my amended modification should be proposed 
now, instead of reopening the subject some months hence, and that it should he laid 
before the Delegates by tlie President, and that the Delegates should he asked to allow 
it to he referred to the “Coniitd des Reglcments,” as lias been done. If this proposal is 
accepted, it will establish the Board on a more practical and scientific basis than it has 
ever yet bad, and will put an end to the continual difficulties and hardships to Indian 
passengers, and bring about a more cordial understanding than has up to this time 
existed. 

A communication was read from the Board of Health on the sanitary condition of 
the Egyptian caravan during last pilgrimage ; also a communication by me on the same 
subject, the result of an inquest which I had made with the kind assistance of Sir Evelyn 
Wood. Both these communications go to prove that the statements made by the 
Turkish Sanitary Commission at Mecca are erroneous, and that there is no proof what¬ 
ever that cholera was imported into Mecca by the Egyptian pilgrims. 

The Board of Health also announces that “ bovine typhus ” is prevailing extensively 
in the province of Behera. Cattle markets arc prohibited and other police sanitary 
measures are being adopted to try to stamp out the disease.

WITH regard to my despatch of the 18th March, in which I state that I should he 
glad to receive any observations or expressions of opinion which would enable us to arrive 
at a rational solution of the question ns to when quarantine is lo he imposed here against 
India, having reference more particularly to Bombay, I would venture to observe that 
it will be useless for our purpose to base such opinions on a strict academic definition ol 
the terms “endemic," “epidemic," and “sporadic.” 

The Quarantine Board here lias always maintained tlmt outbreaks of cholera, though 
declared not lo he epidemic by the Indian authorities, are often of an epidemic character, 
and that as such the disease can he imported. As many of the members of the Board 
are not scientific men, it is not desired, nor do I think it is desirable at present, to raise 
any scientific discussion on that point, on which opinions difior so widely in England and 
India, us well as elsewhere. What is sought to he established is a practical working 
basis to guide the Board in imposing quarantine against India (especially Bombay) where 
cholera always exists more or less, and frequently assumes proportions which, in the 
opinion of the Delegates justify them in imposing quarantine for the protection of the 
public health. . . 

Though Her Majesty's Government,holding views on the subject of quarantine dillermg 

so materially from the views held by the members of the Quarantine Board, will, doubtless, 
consider it unwise to commit itself by giving advice cither officiously or officially in this 
matter, which might be interpreted in the future as implying acceptance of the opinions 
of tile' Board, 1 should ho glad if any observations could be communicated to mo 
unofficially for my information, to assist in settling this vexed question on some sort of 
practical basis, till il can he settled in a more scientific manner. Personally I do not 
consider general quarantine against India necessary, hut my opinion is not yet shared by 
the other Delegates at the Board, who arc always ready to bring forward such instances 
as the French transport “ Corrdze,” which, some years ago, arrived at Sue* from Cochin 
Chinn with thirty or forty cases of cholera amongst the troops on hoard. Even in this 
ease 1 consider that nu “nrraisonnement sanitairc" would have served the purpose, and I 
have never maintained that some sort of quarantine precautions arc not to be adopted 
against vessels actually infected.

and passengers arc concerned, at Suez.*

(•' emvsse ">, not nnticipntively, but rather at the opening of the Conference. 

lie charges me, accordingly, to use fresh endeavours with your Lordship to the end 
that the Queen’s Government should give an adhesion not subordinated to anticipated 
reservations, to the proposal f«.r a Sanitary Conference in Rome, it being understood that 
at the Cor.!' rcs.cc itsilf all those reservations could he presented which the British 
delegates me instructed to observe. 
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The reasons which encourage the King’s Government to uphold its proposal are set 
forth in a despatch from his Excellency Signor Mancini, which I have permission to 
communicate to your Lordship, and of which you will find a copy inclosed. I certainly 
can give no better exposition of those reasons than is contained in that document: I there¬ 
fore confine myself to asking for its contents all the kind attention of your Lordship, 
requesting a fresh examination of the subject, and begging that you would kindly honour 
me with a reply which I hope may be favourable.

M. Mancini to Count Nigra. 

Rome , April 14, 1884. 

THE valuable Report of your Excellency of the 9th March last to hand. 

1 am obliged to Lord Grrnvillc for the answer which, in the name of the English 
Government, he has given respecting the Italian proposal for the assembly ill Rome of an 
International Sanitary Conference. 1 beg you, therefore, to convey to that Minister my 
thanks for the kind dispositions which he shows in our regard in declaring that he is ready 
to send a delegation to the same Conference. 

1 do not, however, understand why the reservations to which he subordinates his 
consent should he announced beforehand, as it seems to me that the most opportune 
moment for bringing them forward would he just at the opening ot the Conference. In 
fact, in these reservations England would wish that the Bowers should first ol all come to 
an agreement upon the three following points, which I transcribe literally from the 
translation which your Excellency has communicated to me:— 

1. That the only responsibility which should be incumbent upon the Egyptian 
Government should be that of adopting whatever measures it should believe necessary for 
preventing the introduction of epidemic diseases into Egypt. 

2. That the measures adopted in Egypt should he under the sole control of the 
Egyptian Government, though every facility would he given to the foreign Bowers lor 
obtaining exact information respecting those measures. 

3. That vessels should, in any circumstance, have permission to pass through the 
Suez Canal in quarantine, hut that it should he open to any Power so desiring to 
make separate agreements with the Egyptian Government respecting vessels arriving at 
Suez and hound to one of the ports of that Power. 

Now there is no one who does not perceive that such reservations arc opportune and 
necessary only when it is a question of Conferences met for political and diplomatic 
objects, when they would he proper, in order to avoid the danger of the discussion enlarg¬ 
ing, so as to extend itself to irritating matters and subjects which would compromise results 
already obtained, in order to exclude from the programme certain points upon which it is 
feared'the opinions of the Delegates may he too diverse to allow a preliminary agreement on 
certain given points to Ik? attained, after which it may he practicable to secure the 
convergence of the wishes of the Delegates towards a single purpose in everything else. 

Such precautions ore, indeed, justified by the object of such assemblies, which is to 
reach a practical result upon a given political question. 

The same reservations, on the other hand, are not at all necessary for Sanitary 
Conferences, the aim of which is achieved, even when a practical result is not attained. 

It is known, in fact, that of the preceding Sanitary Conferences of Paris in 1851-52 
and in 1859, of Constantinople in 18(10, of Vienna in 1871, and of Washington in 1881, 
the first alone led to an International Convention -that of the 3rd February, 1852, signed 
at Baris by the Plenipotentiaries of five States but afterwards ratified only by the Govern¬ 
ments of France and of Sardinia, and which, being abandoned by Italy, it ceased completely 
to be binding on the 3rd April, 18i»7. 

From this it clearly appears, in my opinion, that England, in according her consent to 
take part purely and simply in the Sanitary Conference, would not expose herself to the 
risk which probably she fears, of undertaking international tasks antagonistic to her con¬ 
victions or to her interests. ...... 

Besides, it would be open to the British Delegates to bring forward, and justify in 
due time at the Conference, those reservations which it may consider necessary from their 
point ol view; and, should they |R-rsist in their dissent, when no agreement could be 
eoau- to respecting these same reservations by means ol open and loyal discussion, the 
British Government could always adopt a decision when the moment should have arrived 
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for undertaking international tasks with regard to such plans as arc conformable to its own 
convictions, and which may not have been moditied in consequence of the discussions ot 
the Conference. , 

If, indeed, the reservations of England were admitted, the scope of the discussion 
would have to lie limited from the present time, to the disadvantage of all parties and of 
England itself, interested (as she is) in excusing herself from the responsibilities which the 
present state of the sanitary service in Egypt throws exclusively upon her. 

Accordingly, your Excellency will adopt the course you deem most expedient to win 
over the Cabinet of London; anil, in order to overcome the objections, it will be useful to 
bring to its consideration the incontestable utility of similar Conferences by reason of the 
extremely able discussions, practical ns well as scientific, to which they give rise, winch, 
collcctcd'ia the form of Reports, offer, besides a store of vast and serious information, lire 
answer- to the most difficult problems of sanitary science, and epidemics, and all abundance 
of practical counsels—answers which can be furnished only by assemblies oi men of high 
competence in the matter of administration, in politics, and in medicine, and whose 
Resolutions always represent the last word of science, of experience, nnd of administrative 
practice in sanitary matters. Physicians and Governments themselves may obtain infor¬ 
mation and useful guidance in the assumption of responsibilities which are never separated 
from the adoption and reform of sanitary measures. . . 

Nor can this ability bo placed in doubt, by the fact that, notwithstanding a senes of 
International Conferences which have been held during the lust twent\ years, an Inter¬ 
national Agreement lias not resulted from them respecting public health, a matter which is 
important, if anything is, as providing for the preservation of human life from those 
hecatombs which follow in the train of epidemic invasions, for from this apparently negative 
result it is not lair to infer their small utility, but merely to argue, ns 1 have already said, 
that the subject upon which they have been exercised is not yet ripe lor international 
codification, and to draw thence another argument in favour of their utility, since their 
very object is to smooth the way lor future International Agreements upon the same 

1 therefore beg your Excellency to be so good, in availing yourself of these my 
considerations, to exert yourself with the Queen’s Government, in order to induce it to give 
its adhesion without reservation of any kind. 

Your Excellency may also observe to Lord Granville that the persistence ol the 
British Government in these its preliminary reservations would place us in no light 
embarrassment, as it would oblige us to reopen with the Powers, which accepted the 
Conference purely and simply, fresh negotiations for the restriction of the programme, a 
negotiation rendered the more difficult lor us by our ignorance of the motives and 
considerations which induce the British Government to desire such restrictions. 

If, on the other baud, the reservations shall lie announced at the Conference, or belter 
still in a Committee selected from amongst its members, which, as was done at Constanti¬ 
nople in I8G6, could be instructed to draw up the programme itself, the Delegates ol the 
various Powers called upon to pronounce upon the same would have a means el hearing 
the development of any opportune demonstration in this respect on the part of the British

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copy of telegrams received by the 
Quarantine Board from the Sanitary Agent at Port Said, on the subject of the case 
of cholera reported to have occurred on board the British transport “ Crocodile ’ during 
the passage through the Suez Canal. 

As a point of scientific interest, I regret llmt the details given by the Sanitary Agent, 
who is a medical man, are so meagre and unsatisfactory, 'flic case is of course regarded 
here as a typical, undoubted, and undeniable importation from India, after a passage of 
fifteen days, the “ Crocodile ” having left Bombay on the 1st April. Looking at the 
case very impartially, with no more information than that contained in the telegrams, I see 
no reason why a man should not he attacked by choleraic symptoms on hoard a ship 
between Suez and Port Said without referring the origin to India, as well as a man may 
be attacked in the railway between Cairo and Alexandria, who has had no communication 
with India. . _ 

It is well known that every hot season choleraic attacks occur m Egypt, but these arc 
not rognrdcd by the advocates of “origin only by importation” to be of the nature 
of true cholera because they are not often fatal, and do not propagate themselves. r l lie 
case on board the “ Crocodile ” docs not seem to have been severe, and as far ns one 
knows from the information in the telegrams, was not only not fatal, but seems to 
have been speedily recovered from, thus resembling the cases which occur sporadically in 
Egypt, and which arc often classed under “ gastro enteritis.” 

NVI.en the first telegram was received 1 asked Mr. Mievcllc to request the . anilary 
Agent to telegraph details of the declaration made by the military surgeon, hut no reply to 
that was received. I should be glad if you would obtain lor me from the authorities 
in England the particulars of this case, as it is exceedingly interesting to me in a 
scientific point of view, and important as bearing on the question of quarantine, n 
will also he important to know if other cases of the same nature occurred on board after 
leaving Port Said, or if diarrhoea prevailed on board before reaching Suez. By the second 
telegram communicated it would api»car that a death had occurred on board from disease 
of the liver, and that the body was buried in the sea at 5 kilom. from shore, presumably at 
Port Said.

I HAVE the honour to report that a special meeting of the Maritime and Quaran¬ 
tine Sanitary Board was held yesterday afternoon on account of a reported case of cholera 
having occurred on hoard the British transport “Crocodile” in the Suez Canal. 

The President communicated to the Delegates three telegrams from the Sanitary 
Agent at Port Said, containing all the information which up to that time had been 
received. . , _ . 

1 regret that no fuller information has been received from the Sanitary Agent, 
especially as regards the declaration of the surgeons of the vessel ns to whether they con¬ 
sidered it a case of Asiatic cholera. The ease has created considerable excitement amongst 
the Delegates, and is regarded us a typical instance of how chole ra may he imported into 
Egypt from India, and 1 have no doubt will he made use of to condemn the modifications 
lately introduced in the Quarantine Rules as applied to mail-steamers and ships of war. 

The soldier alluded to in the second telegram of 12*10 i\m. ns having died of disease 
of the liver (hepatite), must have died alter leaving Suez, and been buried in the sea 
at 5 kilom. from Port Said. ... f 

Seeing the great increase of mortality from cholera in Calcutta during the past few 
weeks, the Delegates consider it necessary that the Board should be informed as soon as 
possible of the rate of mortality since the last communication made to them, and have 
requested me to procure the information lor them. 1 have no doubt that when the infor¬ 
mation is communicated to them quarantine will he almost unanimously proposed against 
Calcutta ; and although it is an unusual thing to impose quarantine against arrivals from 
Calcutta direct, I think it would ho unwise for me, in the present state ot excitement, to 
oppose it, as it is evident to me that many of the Delegates nre in a very hostile mood. 
The hostile purl of the local press is also exaggerating the case of the “Crocodile and 
inflaming the public mind, and I am persuaded that any attempt to oppose quarantine 
uguilist Calcutta at present would have a very bad effect* I hope Bombay will remain m 
free pratique with Egypt, as the Health Returns arc exceedingly favourable.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the .Sanitary Maritime and 
Quarantine Hoard was held yesterday to discuss a proposition made by the Delegate 
of Italy at the previous meeting to impose quarantine against Bombay. Alter some 
discussion the proposition was put to the vote, and was carried by u majority of two, the 
result of the N otation being as follows, viz.:— 

Voted for the proposition of the Delegate of Italy:— 

The Delegates of Italy, France, Germany, Austria, Russia, Greece, Portugal, Turkey, 
and one Egyptian Delegate (an Austrian). 

Voted against the proposition:— 

The President of the Board, the Delegate of England, one Egyptian Delegate (Swiss), 
three Egyptian Delegates (Englishmen), one Egyptian Delegate (an Egyptian). 

The Delegate for Holland abstained from voting. 

Several of the members were not present at the meeting; Austria was represented by 
the Delegate for Germany. 

1 inclose a copy of the “ eon side rants” on which he based his proposition, also a copy 
of a counter-proposition made by me. 

I regret this decision of the Board, as it is dillieult to foresee what the effect of it will 
be in the future with regard to India. By the telegram received from Bombay two days 
before the meeting we were informed that the mortality from cholera in Bombay \vas one 
per week ; and as I have pointed out in the observations which I made at the meeting, wc 
have no information that cholera is prevailing near Bombay nor in the western part ol the 
continent of Hiudostan. 

If, therefore, the Board is going to establish a precedent on this decision and apply 
the strict letter of the “ Kt'glcnu nt contra le Cholera ” to Bombay in the future, India will 
never be out of quarantine with Egypt. It has always been understood at the Board that 
as cholera is nearly always more or less in Bombay, the strict letter of the ReglcMnent 
should not be applied, but that the decisions should be based on the appreciation of the 
weekly information communicated to us by the Indian Government, which has always been 
regularly telegraphed and communicated to the Delegates as soon as received. Several 
reasons can be given lor bringing forward this proposition at the present time by the 
Delegates who voted for it, for although the proposition was brought forward by the 
Dclegute of Italy, there was an under.'landingamongst the Delegates beforehand. 1 must, 
in justice, state that 1 believe it was partly dictated by conscientious motives, a panic 
having seized them since the ease of eholcrn was reported on board the “Crocodile” in 
the Suez Canal. I regret to have to state, however, that this panic has been spread and 
made use of to endeavour to destroy confidence in English administration at the Board, as 
well as to destroy English influence generally in Egypt. 

1 might have protested strongly against the Board departing from former usage by 
imposing quarantine uguinst Bombay (or a cholera mortality of one per week, but 1 thought 
it prudent not to do so on account of the panic prevailing in the country from a dreaded 
importation of cholera from India. Had I done so l lecl sure that means would have been 
taken to have it published in all the newspapers of the country that the Delegate for 
England hud protested against the population being preserved from destruction by cholera. 
Several of the Cousuls-Genurul arc now aiding their Delegates in this sort of sanito- 
poiitical propugandism. I hope, however, when the eholera mortality in Calcutta and 
other parts of Eastern India disappears, or returns to what may be culled its normal state, 
that the panic and irritation of the members will subside, and that they may be induced to 
return to the former usage of the Board.

EXCEPT lor the panic which is now prevailing, it seems to me that our position with 
to Bombay is the same ns it has been for several weeks lately, mid in preceding 
years- 1 would say, rather, that the position is better than it bus been for n long time. 
By the last despatch from Bombay we learn that the mortality from cholera is only one 
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per week. The weekly mortality of Calcutta has also diminished by about fifty. For the 
week ending the 16th April, 1881, the weekly mortality from cholera was 126, that is, 
little short of what it is now, and it remained in free pratique. Bombay also, with a much 
larger mortality. 

That our situation is changed by the fact of a case of cholera being declared on board 
the “Crocodile” in the Suez (’anal—I do not think that it is so. If the case was one 
of prolonged incubation, it is well known to doctors that in all diseases which have a lixed 
period of incubation there happen from time to time rare instances of an extraordinary 
and prolonged incubation, and these exceptional cases cannot be anticipated by any 
quarantine which is not impracticable and excessive, and it is not on rare and exceptional 
cases that Regulations arc based. 

There is a point in connection with the present increase of cholera in the far Fast to 
which I wish to direct your attention. It is this, that according to our information the 
malady (“ fleau ”) docs not seem to be propagated towards the west of llindostan in the 
direction of Bombay, but prevails in the eastern part of India—in Burmuh and in the 
direction of the continent of Chinn. We know by the bills of health of vessels that it 
exists at several ports on the eastern littoral of the Gulf of Bengal. Authentic journals 
received by last mail from Europe inform us that it is prevailing with a certain intensity at 
Mandalay, the capital of Burmnh, situated on t lie Ira wady, the large river of Burmah. In 
my opinion, the extension of the malady (“ lleau ”) is more to he feared in that direction. 
There may Ik* many infected centres in that direction of which we know nothing, with 
which the extreme eastern littoral may he in constunt communication, but from these we 
receive no information, whereas from Bombay information is weekly telegraphed to us, 
and upon our appreciation of it quarantine me sure* have always been decided. 

1 repeat, that neither from the information received here at the Board, hv telegraph 
or by ships’ hills of health, nor by the public press of Europe, have wc reason for 
supposing that there is any indication of the malady ('’ lleau ") taking the direction towards 
the west of llindostan where Bombay is situated. 

1 beg, therefore, to make the following proposition :— 

Considering that cholera is not prevailing in Bombay, that the sanitary state of 
Bombay is good, and that information on the sanitary condition of that town is regularly 
telegraphed to us; 

Considering that the malady seems to be propagated towards the extreme cast of 
India, prevailing actually in the interior of Burmah, and, according to some newspapers, 
in some towns of China, and is not prevailing towards the west of the continent of 
llindostan; 

Considering that cases of exceptionally prolonged incubation cannot be met by any 
quarantine; 

Considering that our Sanitary Agent at Suez can assure himself or the sanitary 
condition of the ships by an intelligent and careful investigation: 

I propose that free pratique be continued for arrivals from Bombay.

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Confidential letter of the 2nd instant, in which you transmit, for their observations, 
printed copies of despatches from Her Majesty’s Consul at Alexandria, inclosing Reports 
by Dr. Mackic, the British Delegate, of the proceedings of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Board at that port sinec the assumption of its Presidency by Mr. Mievillc. 

In reply, I am to request that you will state to Earl Granville that, as regards the 
principal points involved in the discussions of the Quarantine Board, i.e., the form of 
quarantine and the question of what constitutes cholera in India, against which 
precautions arc to he taken, the Board of Trade do not themselves feci in a position to 
offer any useful observations. These points appear to them to come within the province 
of the Privy Council Office, the India Office, ami the Local Government Board, with 
which Departments his Lordship is doubtless in communication. 

As to the class of ships to be favoured, this Board arc, however, not so clear. A 
regular medical service on hoard is an important safeguard, but it is not easy to sec 
what a contract to carry mails has to do with precautions against disease. Many vessels 
have a service ns good ns those of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, or the 
Mcssagcrics, and the owners of the former will complain loudly if their vessels are less 
favoured than the latter. 

It may, indeed, he a desirable and necessary thing to begin with the vessels of the 
above-mentioned lines, but it cannot be expected that the changes will he allowed to 
stop at this. In the meantime, the Board of Trade are disposed to think that advantage 
should he taken of all oilers of relaxation of quarantine restrictions which do not in 
themselves present improper features.

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copy of the Minutes of a meeting of the 
Maritime ami Quarantine Sanitary Hoard held on Wednesday, the 16th April. 

The meeting was called by the President lo communiculc to the Delegates the 
intelligence received from the Sanitary Agent at Port Said, stating that a case of cbolcia 
bad occurred on board the British transport “ Crocodile ” during il s passage through the 

Before the meeting of the Board I telegraphed to Mr. Consul Burrell, Port Said, for 
information as to when the “ Crocodile " left Bombay. On receiving his reply that it left 
on the 1st April, I communicated it to the Board in answer to a question, but 1 have since 
found out that Mr. Burrell had been mi-informed, and that the “Crocodile” left Bombay 
on the 3rd April, though the bill of health was dated the 1st. 

Several ol the members took advantage of the meeting to interrogate the 1 resident 
on the subject of the British steamer “ Mozart,” to which the President had allowed free 
pratique to be given without undergoing twenty-four hours’ quarantine of observation. 

This act of the President is, ns he states, in accordance with the spirit of the 
“RMcmcnt ” as it has always been applied to Bombay, but I have always understood 
that the concession hitherto made in favour of Bombay was a special one, and on the 
distinct understanding that information should ho communicated weekly to keep the 
Board well informed as to the state of Bombay with regard to cholera. 

The Dutch Delegate requests that pilgrims from the Dutch nosscssions in Indm 
shall he allowed to pci form their quarantine on arrival at Moses* Wells, until regular 
communication is established between the Island ol Cainamn anil Jeddah.

Mr. Rea to Lord E. Fitzmauricc.—(Received May 14.) 

My Lord, General Post Office , London, May 12, 1884. 

1 AM directed by the Postmaster-General to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Lordship’s letter of the 2nd instant, in which his observations are invited upon some 
confidential Reports relating to the proceedings of the Maritime and Quarantine Board 
at Alexandria in respect to Quarantine Regulations in Egypt. 

It appears that among the subjects discussed at the various meetings of the Board 
has been the question of modifying the Quarantine Regulations with regard to ships of 
war and regular postal steamers arriving at Suez from the East, and that the Council 
have decided, provisionally, upon fixing the duration of quarantine in such cases at three 
days after an eight days' voyage, two days after a nine days’ voyage, and one day after 
ten or more days’ voyage. 

Mr. Fawcett observes with satisfaction that, with regard to the quarantine of twenty- 
four hours after a passage of ten days or more, Dr. Muckic, the Delegate for England, 
endeavoured to persuade the other members to substitute for that rule a strict medical 
inspection, as more scientific and more effectual than a simple detention of twenty-four 
hours, although involving probably a detention of only a fow hours. 

In the interest of the Indian mail service (which must always he more or less 
hampered and incommoded by quarantine restrictions) the Postmaster-General is anxious 
that Dr. Mackie’s proposed amendment should be supported ; and I am to request that 
you will he so good as to inform Lord Granville that Mr. Fawcett will be glad if the 
influence of Her Majesty’s Government can he brought to bear in favour ot the adoption 
of so desirable a modification of the Quarantine Regulations.

May, 1884, forwarding copies of despatches Nos. 17, 18, and 19, Commercial, from Her 
Majesty's Consul at Alexandria, and requesting an expression of my “opinion as to the 
important rule to be made respecting the distinction between endemic and epidemic 
cholera.” 

The rule prescribed by the Government of India on this point, ns laid down in their 
despatch dated Simla, 31st October, 1882, seems to me to adequately meet the difficulty. 
In paragraph 3 it is stated: “For all practical purposes, as far ns the chief ports 
(Calcutta and Bombay) are concerned, the word ‘epidemic’ may he properly used when 
there is unusual prevalence for the particular time of year, with a distinct tendency to 
further increase.” 

II' the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board at Alexandria declines to accept 
this practical and common-sense definition, as Dr. Muckic in his letter would seem to 
indicate, I fail to see what other rulings could be laid down. From a scientific point of 
view, the two forms of cholern—endemic and epidemic—present no distinctive features, 
cither clinically or pathologically. 

From a practical point of view, the epidemic differs from the endemic form in that 
it is not confined to limited areas like the latter. And when in an endemic area like the 
Gnngctic delta cholera shows a tendency to increase and spread to other and moio 
distant localities, it is then said to be epidemic. Consequently, the ruling of the Govern¬ 
ment of India appears to be both logical and practical.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a Report of the members of the Quarantine Board 
composing the “ Commission des Rcglcments,” presented to the Delegates at a meeting ot 
the Board on the Gth instant. ... .. „ ... 

The members of the Commission were asked to study certain modifications in the 
Quarantine Rules indicated in their Report as Question 1, 2, and 3, and submit their 
opinion to the Board on the advisability of their being adopted. . i i i 

With regard to Question l, although at a previous meeting of the Hoard I had 
argued in favour of transport hospital ships being admitted to the modification lately 
adopted in favour of mail-steamers and ships of war, 1 considered it prudent at the 
meeting of the Commission to abstain from showing much opposition to my colleagues on 
this question on account of the panic and feeling created by the cases of cholera on hoard 
the “ Crocodile.” The meeting of the Commission was unfortunately hxed for the dav 
alter the “ Crocodile ” passed through the Suez Canal. My object in yielding on Question I 
was with a view of endeavouring to obtain a majority in favour of Question -, fo 
substitute nu “ arraisonnement special ” for twenty-four hours quarantine for mail-ships and 

S! tlds modification was suggested by me, it was the question which interested me 
most, and, with the assistance and co-opcration of Sir Evelyn Baring, it seemed at one 
time in a fair way to he accepted by several of the Representatives ol European 1 Owen*; 
hui the afniir of the •* Crocodile " created a complete change m their feelings- the ques¬ 
tion was discussed under the influence of panic, and I found a majority of the Commission 
against me. As the modification was not rejected unanimously by the Commission, i 
"fill remains open to be discussed by the Delegates at the Board who have not yet 


discussed it nor pronounced an opinion, It can still he brought up at some future time, 
hut the present is not a favourable moment to push it. I have, however, gained one 
point which breaks down to a certain extent the traditional rules of quarantine. The 
Sanitary Agent at Suez is now ordered to go on hoard vessels arriving from infected ports, 
and examine them thoroughly, question the captain and ollicers carefully, and examine the 
log-books as to entries of sickness or deaths on board. Had the Agent done this formerly, 
the Hoard would have considered him infected, and required him to undergo a quarantine. 
He was never allowed to go on board an infected or suspected vessel, nor to touch any¬ 
thing belonging to it except with a tongs until it had been disinfected! This is one point 
gained, and an important one, of my proposition for an “ arraisonnement special.” The 
point they refuse to yield is to allow the vessel to leave a minute before the expiry of the 
traditional twenty-four hours, supposing the “arraisonnement” to be completed satisfac¬ 
torily in twelve, eighteen, or twenty hours. 

As the reporter of the “Commission des Rdglements ” did not fairly state the opinions 
put forward by me at the meeting of the Commission, I refused to sign the first Report, 
which was subsequently altered after I addressed a letter to him stating some of my obser¬ 
vations, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy.

A REPORT has been sent to the Sanitary Council at Alexandria, by a foreign 
Delegate, concerning a proposed quarantine station at Ain L’na, or Eyounah, near the 
entrance of the Gulf of Akaba, in the Red Sea. 

It is suggested that the place should be surveyed, and that a small paddle-wheel 
steamer, belonging to the Ministry of Marine, should he sent there for that purpose. But 
the only available or suitable steamer of the Egyptian Government is at present employed 
at Suakin. 

As Her Majesty’s Government have a surveying ship at present in the Red Sea.it has 
been suggested to hie, unofficially, that, the possession of a good quarantine station for 
English shipping being of the greatest importance, the Admiral commanding Her Majesty’s 
naval squadron in tiie Red Sea might be able to cause a correct survey lobe made with 
the above view, the indications on the Chart not being sufficient guide to form any 
opinion.

The present despatch by M. Mancini dots little else than express the hope of the Italian 
Government that the English Government will depart from this position, and consent to 
regard the several conditions of Earl Granville’s despatch as open questions to he 
discussed when the Conference shall assemble. I do not see how this hope is capable of 
fulfilment.

Memorandum by Sir E. Baring. 

I REGRET that T have kept these papers for so long. My apology must be that I 
have had very heavy work of other descriptions recently. 

1 have looked at this matter rather from the point of view of wishing, if possible, to 
do something to meet the views of the Italian Government. This quarantine question is 
one to which Italy attaches great importance. The attitude of the Italian Government 
towards us in Egypt is generally friendly, and I should he sorry to do anything which 
might tend to alienate their friendship. More than this. I recognize that the manner in 
which the Quarantine Administration is now carried on in Egypt constitutes a frequent source 
of friction between us and the Mediterranean Powers. It’ i could see any hope of putting 
matters on a footing which we could accent, I should welcome it gladly. 

But in spite of all this I do not see now wc can possibly do what the Italian Govern¬ 
ment wishes us to do. 

When M. Mancini says that certain reservations arc “ opportune and necessary " on 
the occasion of political or diplomatic Conferences, “ in order to avoid the danger of the 
discussion enlarging so ns to extend itself to irritating matters and subjects, &c./’ he furnishes 
the best possible urgument against our adhesion to the Conference, except under some such 
reservations as those which have already been formulated. In point of fact, I am con¬ 
vinced that unless wc adhere to our second reservation, viz., that the measures adopted 
in Egypt should he under the sole control of the Egyptian Government, one of the first 
matters brought before the Conference will be of an exceedingly irritating nature, for the 
Mediterranean Powers will almost certainly attack the position wc now hold on the 
Alexandria Board of Health. 

1 will explain briefly what that position is. Wc, like the other Powers, have one 
Delegate. The Dutch Delegate sometimes acts with our Representative. But with that 
exception he is almost always in the position of having all the Delegates from the various 
Consulates against him. We should, in fact, be entirely at the mercy of what I may call 
the Quarantine Powers, were it not for the fact that the President, who is an Egyptian 
functionary, is an Englishman, and also that several of the Egyptian officials who have 
scats on the Board are Englishmen. 

The foreign Powers view with great jealousy the position which wc, bv the presence 
of these Anglo-Egyptian officials, have acquired on the Board. Very shortly before Holt 
Cairo 1 was present at a meeting of the Consuls-Gcncral, at which \1. Barrfcrc explained 
his views on this subject. Without alluding specifically to England or to English officials 
in the Egyptian service, he complained of the predominant position given to the Egyptian 
Government in a question which he considered not Egyptian but international, by the 
presence of so many Egyptian officials on the Board, lie argued that on the Constanti¬ 
nople Board Turkey only lmd one vote, and that, therefore, on the Alexandria Board, Egypt 
should only have one vote. 

The other Consuls-Gcncral did not enter much into the discussion, hut I have very 
little doubt that, if the question were raised at Conference, as it almost certainly would be 
by France, we should find ourselves in a very small minority, 

The recognition of the principle advocated by M. Barrirc would be detrimental to 
our interests, and is, in fact, the exact opposite of the principle for which wc have con¬ 
tended in our second reservation. 

1 do not think, therefore, that we can make any concession as regards our second 
reservation—nor as regards the first—which, in fact, runs on the same lines as the 
second. 

The third reservation is very important, and I do not much like making any conces¬ 
sion in connection with it, but 1 think that the practical danger would be less, lor 1 
believe that Dr. Koch and his colleagues, whose views will certainly carry great weight on

Consul Cookson lo Earl Granville.—{Received June 10.) 

(No. 40. Commercial.) 

My Lord, Alexandria , June 2, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to transmit to your Lordship a desnatch, with its inclosures, 
from Dr. Mackic. dated the 20th May, reporting that a meeting of the Maritime and Quaran¬ 
tine Sanitary Board was held on the 20th May, when an important discussion took place. 
A letter from the President of the Council of Ministers to the President of the Maritime 
Board was read. The Council stated that they had had under their consideration whether 
a Delegate had the right to represent and vote for more than one Power, and had decided 
that it could not be admitted, und therefore requested the President not to allow the 
Delegate for Germany to vote as Delegate for Austria, which lie has been doing since the 
departure of the latter. 

The Delegate for Germany then informed the meeting that he had been instructed by 
the Consul-General for Austria to protest against being deprived of his right to vote, and 
that his position as Delegate for more than one Power was in accordance with precedents. 

A discussion took place as to the power of the Egyptian Government to judge upon 
this question, and eventually the meeting adjourned until 4 p.m., when a telegram was read 
from the President of the Council stating that the order on the question of n Delegate 
holding two votes was not to he “ retroactif.” Dr. Maekie thinks it would be desirable if 
Her Majesty’s Government would instruct him as to the question of a Delegate being 
allowed to represent two or more Powers, as he thinks it is open to great abuse. 

The attention of the Board was called to a protest against the hardships of the 
quarantine practised at Jeb-el-Tor, which had appeared in the “ Egyptian Gazette,” signed 
by the passengers of the steamer “ Mira.” It was decided that until proper accom¬ 
modation had been provided passengers should be allowed to pass their quarantine 
time on board.

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Mantime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was called for 10 a.m. on the 20th instant. 

After the Minutes ol the preceding meeting had been read, a letter from the Secretary 
of Nubar Pasha was communicated, intimating that the project of establishing a quarantine 
station at Eyunah instead of El-Wisch has been for the present abandoned. 

A letter addressed by the President of the Council of Ministers to the President ot the 
Quarantine Board. In this letter the President of the Council stated that the question 
whether one Delegate could represent ami vote for more than one Power at the Board had 
been under the consideration of the Ministers, and that they Imd decided that it could not 
be admitted in principle. The President of the Council therefore requested the President 
of the Quarantine Board not to allow the Delegate of Germany to continue to vote at the 
Board in the double cajmcity of Delegate lor Germany and Austria, which he has been 
doing provisionally since the departure on leave of absence a few weeks ago of the Austrian 
Delegate, and requested the President ol the Board to conform strictly to this order. The 
Delegate for Germany (acting also for Austria) intimated that he was instructed by the 
Consul-General for Austria to protest at the Board against being deprived of his right to 
vote as Delegate of Austria, and that he reserved the right of protesting against all the 
decisions taken by the Board at this meeting, stating, ut the same time, that his position as 
Delegate representing more than one Power was in accordance with precedents, viz., iu 
the summer of Ittb3, Mr. Milvilie, then British Delegate, had temporarily acted ua 


Delegate for Holland, and Dr. dc Castro, Delegate for Italy, had temporarily acted ns 
Delegate for Portugal, with double voles in both instances. 

This order of the Ministers took many of the Delegates by surprise. Several of them 
evinced great hostility, very evidently interpreting it as an attempt on the part of the 
Egyptian Government* to exercise a power over the Board which most of the European 
Delegates do not wish to recognize, and which might deprive the Board of what they wish 
to consider its “independent and international character.” 

After some discussion ns to the power of the Egyptian Government alone to pronounce 
upon this question, it was proposed to adjourn the meeting for a few days until the 
Delegates Imd referred the question to the Representatives of their respective Governments. 
The President, on the other hand, proposed that the meeting should be continued in 
accordance with the instructions from the Egyptian Government. On being put to the 
vote, it was decided by majority to adjourn the meeting. I abstained from voting. 

In the course of the day a Circular was sent to the Delegates by the President of the 
Board, intimating that the question had been settled, and inviting the Delegates to 
reassemble at 4 p.m. to continue the meeting. On reassembling a telegram was commu¬ 
nicated from the President of the Council of Ministers stating that the order of the 
Ministers on the question of a Delegate holding a double vote was not to he “ rltroactif.” 
The meeting was then continued without further discussion, the Delegate for Germany 
continuing to act also as Delegate for Austria. 

The Delegate for Turkey having intimated that the quarantine station at Camaran is 
now ready for the reception of pilgrims, it was decided that, after the lapse of thirty days, 
no pilgrims from the East, intending to proceed to Mecca, would he admitted to perform 
their quarantine ut Moses' Wells. 

A protest against the unnecessary hardships and the unscientific and illogical nature 
of the quarantine practised at Jcb-el-Tor, which has appeared in the “ Egyptian Gazette ” 
and several other newspapers, bearing the signatures of the passengers of the British steam¬ 
ship “ Mira,” was read to the meeting. 

The Delegates agreed that the protest was a very moderate one, and that the 
passengers had just grounds of complaint against the insufficiency of the quarantine 
accommodation, but declared, at the same time, that the complaint ought to he addressed 
to the Egyptian Government, whose duty it is to provide a projjcr and safe lazaretto. It 
was then decided that until proper lazaretto accommodation is provided at Jeh-el-Tor 
passengers shall be allowed to pass their term of quarantine on board. 

A letter was communicated, signed by the agents of various Steam-ship Companies at 
Suez, requesting that the shins of the Companies which they represent should he admitted 
to the benefit of the modified rules lately adopted for mail-ships and ships of war, if their 
vessels presented as good hygienic conditions and guarantees. This application wu9 
unanimously rejected. 

With regard to the question of a Delegate being allowed to represent two or more 
Powers at the Board, I think it would he desirable that the British Delegate should be 
informed of the views of Her Majesty’s Government on the subject unless the question is 
settled so ns not to be brought forward again for discussion by the Delegates. As I 
observed during the discussion at this meeting, the practice is open to great abuse, as one 
Delegate might represent several Powers, ami the Board might thus he in the hands of one 
or two Delegates only. At the same time, there is something to be said in favour of the 
system. 

If, for instance, a Delegate is obliged to absent himself for a short time on account 
of illness, or on a short leave of absence, he would naturally prefer that he should be 
represented by a man who already knows the work at the Hoard, and has an intimate 
knowledge of questions already discussed, or likely to come up for discussion, in which his 
Government may be interested. [*lf it were allowed, a rule would require to be instituted 
limiting the number of votes to he held temporarily (say to two) by one Delegate, limiting 
the period during which the double vote could he held, and limiting the number of 
Delegates who could hold a double vote at the same time.] 

Unless some such limit were stringently enforced, the system would degenerate into 
an intolerable abuse, and would he availed of to form hostile parties against particular 
interests, as has been undoubtedly done in the present instance to maintain the strength of 
a party hostile to British interests. 

The chief question, however, which the European Delegates will refer to their Govern¬ 
ments is whether the Egyptian Government has the right by itself, without consulting tho 
European Powers or the Board, to prevent u Delegate having two votes, and on this poiit

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they arc likely to raise the question of the independence and international character ol the 

Boarth ^ ^ evident to you that the condition of the Board is still exceedingly unsatis¬ 
factory, and so long as the Delegates retain the power to obstruct business, no satisfactory 
reforms nor progress can be made. ^ ^ ^

The Pleasures oe Quarantine.— The following is a copy of a letter which has 
been addressed to the members of the Quarantine Bourd by the passengers on board the 
Star Line steam-ship 11 Mira ”:— 

Sir “ We have the honour to address you with reference to the recent detention under 
Quarantine Regulations of this vessel by the authorities at Suez, acting, ns we understand, 

under instructions from you. , , o *\ ~ run \i 0 « 

“The vessel left Calcutta on the loth April, and reached Suez on the Utti May, 
having touched at Colombo on the 21st April. , , , ... r 

“ The evening before the vessel reached Colombo a seaman who had been ailing foi a 
day or two previously died from a sharp attack of a choleraic character 11,s body was at 

once committed to the sea; and for the measures taken during " ' ' 5 

death to prevent any disease from spreading, we refer you to a cop) of the doctor s Report 

11 **“The seamen's quarters are situated in the fore part of the vessel, far removed from 
that occupied or used by the passengers, who are all first-class passengers, and have no 
communication with the seamen's quarters. , , . . 

“ On arrival at Colombo, the Health <>ft\cer there, to whom the circumstances attending 
the death of the seaman were fully explained, considered it necessary to detain the 
ship in quarantine for twenty-four hours, but every one on hoard remaining in perfectly 
good health, the restriction was removed at the cud of that period. 

“ “Upon our arrival at Suez we were ordered to return to El-lor, a small fishing 
village on the Arabian coast, 125 miles from Suez, and there to remain lor seven days. 

“Upon arrival at. El-Tor, Dr. llcmiansoirc. acting, as we understand, as your 
representative there, required all the passengers to leave the vessel, and to remain onshore 
during the period of the ship's detention. We protested in the strongest manner possible 
against this order. We pointed out that every living being on the vessel was m perfec 
health, with the exception of a lady invalided by climatic fever and sunstroke, and that 
since the death of the seaman, although we had Iwen sailing in tropical seas for upward* 
of sixteen days, no further sickness had occurred on hoard. We further pointed out 
what without doubt was the cose, that the sailor who died had acquired the germ of Ins 
sickness by bad loud and worse drink while on shore in Calcutta, and that there was 
absolutely no ground for submitting the ship to such treatment as that to w hich a vessel 
crowded with deck passengers whom dirt and disease hud rendered u probable source of 
pestilence might properly be subjected. 
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“ Two of our number having visited and reported upon the sheds which it was 
proposed we should occupy on shore, wc further protested against our removal from the 
vessel upon the ground of the utter unfitness of the accommodation for, at all events, the 
ladies and children of our party, many of whom were returning from India with strength 

enfeebled by residence in a hot climate. The accommodation consists of four large and 

three small wooden sheds (of half-inch pine full of cracks, which admit the wind and sun), 
erected nearly half-a-milc from the shore in the midst of a plain of burning sand, which is 

bounded on the cast by the Sinaitic mountains and on the west by the sea, and 

comprises an area of hundreds of square miles, and which, with the exception of a few—a 
very few—date palms, at long intervals near the coast, appears to be absolutely bare of all 
vegetation. There were no arrangements for cooking food, but. in addition to the sheds, 
wc found three or four small wooden privies erected on the sand. These were already so 
full as to be practically unusable, and, indeed, a wind blowing from them towards the 
sheds would seriously endanger the health of persons residing in the sheds. Fortunatcly 
for us the wind blew the other way during our residence on shore. 

“We further pointed out to Dr. Ilerinansoire that it was absurd to force us ashore 
when the crew, in whose ranks the death had occurred, remained on board. 

“ Our protests and objections were, however, disregarded, and although the men ot 
our party, as a final effort to save the women and children, urged that the latter at least 
should be permitted to remain on board on an upper deck, isolated from the rest of the 
ship, all of us were in the end compelled to disembark. 

“ Having passed the period of our quarantine in the quarters assigned to us, wc are 
confirmed in the view we originally took, that our lives and health, especially as regards 
the ladies and children, have been seriously, and, as wc think, needlessly, imperilled. 
That wc have succeeded in maintaining our health is mainly due to the untiring and 
generous assistance which has been ungrudgingly rendered by the captain, officers, and 
crew of the “ Mira” in mitigating the Imvdships of our position. 

“ It is not too much to say but for this assistance the intense heat of the days and 
cold of the nights (from which heat or cold the sheds afforded but slight protection), 
and the entire absence of proper sanitary arrangements, and means of obtaining and 
cooking food, must, in all human probability, have brought sickness and possibly death 
amongst us. 

“ Wc fully recognize that it is right and expedient that strict Quarantine Regulations 
should be maintained to prevent epidemic disease from the East infecting the nations 
of the West, but in the interest of the thousands of persons (including delicate women 
and children) who, like ourselves, arc travelling home from the East, wc protest against 
the sanitary authorities sweeping all vessels upon which deaths have occurred into a 
common condemnation without consideration of the particular circumstances of each, and 
consigning their passengers only to the hardships which wc have been called to undergo, as 
we submit, most needlessly, and without doing any good to any human being. 

“ Wc desire to know whether there is any medical or other authority for holding that 
a vessel, such as ours, carrying a limited number of first-class passengers only, should be 
treated as an infected vessel, for the sole reason that sixteen days previously a sailor had 
died on board from illness of a choleraic character. 

“ Wc desire to know upon what principle where, under the circumstances stated hv 
us, a death has occurred amongst the crew, it is supposed that the safety of the Western 
nations is furthered by disembarking the passengers nnd subjecting I hem to various 
hardships, involving a considerable risk of their contracting the very diseases which 
Quarantine Regulations are intended to guard ugainst, while the crew remain on board the 
vessel. 

“ Wc further desire to know whether, in the event of it being held that, even under 
the circumstances stated by us, a detention and disembarkation of the passengers is 
necessary in the interests of the general health of Europe, there is not some way by which 
passengers, like ourselves, or at all events the Indies and children amongst ns, can have 
fitting accommodation provided for them under the superintendence of their own 
countrymen. At present there is no one at Kl-Tor, not even the medical officer, who 
understands English, and this adds materially to the difficulties of English passengers, and 
most travellers on this route arc English, who may have the misfortune to be landed 
there.

My Lord, Alexandria , June 4, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to forward to your Lordship a despatch from Dr. Mackie, dated 
the 3rd instant, reporting a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, 
when the following communications were made :— 

1. Progress of the plague at Bedra, in Mesopotamia. 

2. The request of Dr. Bel el I i, an Italian, to he allowed to publish extracts from the 
Minutes of the meetings in a medical journal which he intends editing in Alexandria, 
which, Dr. Mackie thinks very properly, was refused. 

3. The Report of the “ Commission des R&glcmcnts ” of the 2nd May was submitted for 
discussion, and the question of substituting an “ arraisonnement special " for twenty-four 
hours' quarantine was discussed, when 10 members voted against the change, and 3 lor it. 

4. Dr. Ardouin Bey’s Report on the quarantine service at Sue/, and on the Suez 
Canal. 

The question of the removal of quarantine against India, after n consultation with 
Mr. Mieville and myself, was not brought forward by Dr. Mackie, ns he thought the 
moment was inopportune, and was of opinion that several of his colleagues, who, it reports 
from India continue favourable, might vote in his favour later on, would vote against hint 
to-day, so that there were no hopes of a majority in favour of removal.

gj r> Alexandria, June 3, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Board was held to-day at 10 a.m. 

'flic Delegate for Turkey communicated a little information on the progress of 
the plague at Bedra, Mesopotamia, which I hove no doubt will be more fully reported oil 
to Her Majesty’s Government by the British Delegate at the Board of Constantinople. 

A communication was read from l)r. Bclelli, an Italian medical practitioner, 
requesting to he allowed to publish extracts from the Minutes of our meetings in 
a medical journal which he intends to edit and publish in Alexandra. With the exception 
of the Italian Delegate, the other members present voted against the permission king 
"ranted. Although at one time I should not have been opposed to a little publicity being 
given to our proceedings, as a check upon some very unseemly scenes which occasionally 
took place at the meetings, I consider that at the present time too much publicity siven to 
communications made at the Board would be exceedingly dangerous to British interests, 
ami unless to the cause of public health. The public mind here is already so excited by 
the press against British commerce from India that any journal which takes up this 
subject and the danger of importation of cholera by British vessels would command 
a large sale, and 1 am convinced it was for this, and not for purely scientific reasons, that 
Dr. Belelli’s application was made. ...... 

The Report of the “ Commission des Reglements of the 2nd May, copy of which 1 
have already fuvwurded, was submitted for discussion, 'flic only question on which any 
discussion took place, and which was not voted unanimously, was the question of 
substituting an “arraisonnement special” for twenty-four hours’ quarantine for mail- 
steamers and ships of war. Ten members voted against the “anaisoimement,” and 
live voted for it; one or two abstained from voting. With the exception of the Delegate 
tor Holland, who abstained from voting, all the Delegates of European Powers present 
voted against the “arraisonnement.” By a little exertion it would have been possible 
lo have had an equality of votes, or perhaps even a majority of one, on this question had 
all the Egyptian Delegates been present, hut none of the EnglUh-Egypliun Deli gates 
attended this meeting. It would, however, have been undesirable to carry such a vote 
without the support of some of the Delegates of European Powers. The moment is 
inopportune for pushing such a radical measure, hut 1 hope at some future time the 
question will be reopened with better chance of success. 


The Inspector-General, Dr. Ardouin Bey, communicated a lengthy Report on the 
quarantine service at Suez and on the Suez Canal, on which I shall have some 
observations to make when I have procured a copy to forward to you. 

After consultation with you and Mr. Mieville, and some of my colleagues at the 
Board, I decided not to bring forward the question of removing the quarantine against 
India at this meeting. Several of my colleagues, who may vote in my favour a little later 
if the reports from India continue to he favourable, would have voted against me to-day, 
and as two of the Egyptian members, who, if present, would have voted in my favour, are 
absent at Suez, I could not possibly have obtained a majority.

Earl Granville to Sir J. Lumley.

Sir, Foreign Office, June 10, 1884. 

THE Italian Ambassador spoke to me this afternoon on the subject of the Conference 
which bis Government laid proposed respecting quarantine. 

Count Nigri pressed me strongly to abandon the conditions which wc had attached to 
our acceptance of the Conference. Ilis Excellency argued that the British Delegates on 
coming into the Conference would have full power to state the views of Her Majesty’s 
Government, and to adhere to them, but that if we maintained our conditions, it would 
be almost impossible to hold the Conference at all. It would he necessary to commence 
negotiations with each of the Powers, which would have little chance of success. 

I asked Count Nigra to which of the conditions the Italian Government objected. 

His Excellency answered by reading to me a Memorandum, of which the substance is 
given in the inclosed paper. 

1 observed that the Memorandum did not argue against any particular condition, hut 
against there being any condition at all. But it was at the suggestion of the Italian 
Government themselves, when wo had shown hesitation as to joining the Conference, tlmt 
we had given our consent with conditions attached; and those conditions appeared to me 
very reasonable. 

Count Nigra admitted that he had pressed me to agree to take part in the Conference 
under conditions if we thought them necessary. But he said that the practical question 
now was, how it would he possible to hold the Conference, for which, as I was aware, 
so many Powers were anxious. He asked me whether our decision was final. 

1 said that I could not hold out hopes of any change, Imt that 1 would not give 
a final refusal without a little further consideration.

Precis of Paper read lo Earl Granville by Count Nigra, June 10, 1884. 

AS a consequence of the recent epidemic in Egypt, that country has come to he 
considered as the gate of all the epidemics of the East, and the quarantine arrangement* 
of Egypt have been the subject lately of frequent complaint. 

The risk of the infection lias been sj>ccially felt in Italy owing to its neighbourhood 
to Egypt, and its close relations with it. 

On this account the Italian Government has taken the initiative in proposing a 
Sanitary Conference, nt which mutters cun he discussed which have already occupied the 
Conferences held at Paris in 1851-52 and 1852, at Constantinople in 1*00, at Vienna in 
1874, and at Washington in 1881; and at which reforms in the the quarantine system 
may be suggested. 

Austria-Hungary, France, Turkey, Russia, and Germany have agreed, but England 
will not join without a previous agreement on three points as regards Egypt. 

The usefulness and importance of the Conference would be much diminished by these 
reservations. 

The Italian Government is now confronted with the task of inducing the Powers who 




have agreed to the Conference to accept the conditions imposed hv England ; u task likely 
to fail on account of the strong desire evinced by European Governments to bring about 
an improvement in Egyptian quarantine. 

Whatever happens, the Italian Government will be obliged by the engagements into 
which it has entered, to persist in its project. 

It will take this step with regret, being unable to understand why England refuses to 
send Delegates without making ri sen at ion -, seeing that England can n aintuin her 
reservations at the Conference, and that the Resolutions ol the Conference will have no 
binding effect on her, as the object of the meeting is merely to deliberate.

THE Army Sanitary Committee, having had under consideration the Foreign 
Office letter of the 2nd ultimo, together with its Confidential in closures “respecting 
quarantine in the Suez Canal,” 1 have the honour to submit, for the information of the 
Secretary of State for War, the following Memorandum by the Committee on the 
subject:— . . 

There are several questions in the papers accompanying this letter which require 
to be answered before the proposed modifications of quarantine procedure can bo 
discussed. . 

The first of these is the division of cholera into three classes—sporadic, endemic, ami 
epidemic. In any country where cholera exists, there is no pathological difference 
between these classes. They only mark the decree of intensity with which cholera 
prevails at the place and time, and the Committee is afraid that any attempt to 
draw either a scientific or practical distinction between the stages would lead to no 
satisfactory results. We cannot, therefore, see our way to help the Quarantine Hoard 
to decide the question they have raised. 


No. 91. 
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The Board have proposed certain modifications of the Quarantine Rules in favour of 
mo l and passenger steamers, which arc generally under strict sanitary supervision, and 
hn'c a medical officer, who discharges the functions of health officer also during 
tin voyage, but they would, while admitting war ships to the same privileges, rctusc them 
to troop-ships and to ships bringing home invalids from India. 

The ground of this difference of treatment appears to be that troop-ships of other 
nations have arrived in port under defective sanitary conditions. 

It may not be impossible to find means of dealing with such eases, Hit we cannot 
help remarking that troop and invalid ships passing between India and English 
seaports are perhaps the most healthy and best-appointed ships in the world. 

They always have qualified medical officers on hoard, who supervise the sanitary 
state of the vessels, und there is no argument applicable to mail-steamers that would not 
be equally applicable to these troop and invalid ships. 

In so far as regards pilgrim ships, the Committee concurs in the view that 
these should be specially dealt with. 

We shall now state our views on the propo als for modifying the quarantine practice, 
made by the Quarantine Board ; but as our views on the whole subject are founded 
not on any speculative opinions about cholera, but on actual fact and experience 
obtained in India, we think it desirable, in view of the statement made in the last 
paragraph of Dr. Maekie’s letter, on pp. 5 and 0 of the Printed Papers, to refer to them 
briefly. . . - 

Alter nearly twenty years’ experience of Indian cholera, given in Reports o. 
medical officers in nil parts of India, in special Reports published by the Government of 
India, in special inquiries directed by this Committee, ami in attempts made in India to 
arrest cholera bv quarantine, the Committee has not been able to obtain a single 
authentic fact to show that cholera lias been* spread by human intercourse, or of 
its arrest by any quarantine procedure; they have, nevertheless, felt desirous oi aiding, 
so far ns they can, in meeting the feelings of other countries which have not had 
the same opportunities of obtaining information on the subject, and they would propose 
to agree to the quarantine periods in Article 1 of Inclosurc 2 in No. 2 ; hut in doing so, 
it must be distinctly understood that these proposals have not been sustained by the tacts 
of Indian experience. . . 

Ships arriving from Bombay will rarely, if ever, make the voyage in less man 
ten days, ami so the only question is Dr. Mackie’s proposal to substitute an “arraison- 
nement sunitaire” by a competent sanitary officer for one additional day’s quarantine. 

There can he no doubt that this sanitary proceeding is in accord with sound 
principle, and that the additional day's delay in such localities would not he conducive to 
the health, cither of troops or invalids returning from India, it any such happened to be 
on board the mail-steamers. 

We would, therefore, propose that quarantine should cense at Suez, at the end 
of ten days, from Bombay, including the days of the voyage, and that vessels, alter the 
proposed “ arraisonnement,” should be free. 

Also that the vessels conveying troops and invalids should have the same 
privileges’ unless the sanitary authorities llntl Hint the ships are in so defective a 
sanitary condition that further purifications are ncccssniy.

Sir, “ Crocodile ,” at Portsmouth , June 3, 1884 

IN compliance with your Memorandum of the 30th May, 1884 (Admiralty letter 
of the 29lh May), I have consulted with Fleet Surgeon Fletcher, of this ship, and have the 
honour to report as follows :— 

1. With reference to the points raised in the letter of Mr. Millville to Dr. Mackie, 
dated Alexandria, the 8th May, the information contained in the paragraph of the 
“ Times ” quoted by that gentleman is incorrect, as lias been previously reported in 
my letter of the 13th Mav on the subject; the death of Private Sullivan, mentioned 
therein, was due to “ debility and diarrhoea.” He was an invalid, suffering from phthisis, 
in un exceedingly weak condition when he embarked. 

2. Regarding the s\ mptoms of a choleraic nature which it is stated manifested 
themselves on board soou after leaving Bombay, it is true llmt, as reported in my letter of 
proceedings, there was at one time a certain amount of diarrhoea, which caused us to take 
every precaution to prevent, if possible, its taking the form which it subsequently did, and 
in this we believed we had succeeded till when in the Canal. 

3. With reference to the case of Private Henry, which is not mentioned in the 
Egyptian correspondence, and the certificate signed at Suez by Fleet Surgeon Fletcher, the 
disease to which he succumbed was "choleraic diarrhoea.” Between the date of his death 
and that of the certificate being given, three days had elapsed, no cases of diarrhoea had 
occurred, the sanitary condition of the ship seemed perfect, nor was there any thing to 
lead us to believe that the diseusc had been of a contagious or epidemic character, until the 
undoubted cose of cholera which occurred in the Canal on the day following that on which 
such certificate had been given.

Sanitary Conference at Rome, to which the greater number of the Powers of Europe 
interested in the matter, have already agreed. The reasons which induced the King’s 
Government to take the initiative in making this proposal were laid before your Excellency 
in the correspondence on the mutter and at the interview* I have had with your Excellency. 
As your lordship takes so great ami so ptoper an interest in this subject, I need not now 
repeat those reasons. I will only point out that the outbreak of the disease on the French 
shore of the Mediterranean gives a very real and urgent character to the proposal put 
forward by the King’s Government. 

I beg your Excellency to be so good as to give a reply to the King’s Government, 
which reply the latter sincerely trust may be lavouruble, and, in view of the urgency of the 
matter, may be given at us curly a date us possible.

I would also point out that they do not affect the reservation 
contained in my despatch of the 7th March, 1884, to the effect that “the measures 
adopted in Egypt should be under the sole control of the Egyptian Government, although 
every facility would he given to foreign Power# to enable them to obtain correct informa¬ 
tion in respect to those measuresor, in other words, that the measures adopted should 
not be of an international character. 

In regard to the first and third reservations, Her Majesty’s Government do not see 
any reason to doubt the soundness of the views urged in my despatch of the 7th March, 
1884, nor docs M. Mancini, in his despatch of the I 1th April, state any reasons to induce 
Her Majesty’s Government to depart from the attitude they have adopted in regard 
to them. 

It is with much regret that Her Majesty’s Government have arrived at the conclusion 
that they are not able to abandon the ground adopted in my despatch of the 7th March ;

I HAVE had under my consideration, in communication with Sir E. Raring, 
Mr. Consul Cookson’s despatch No. 40, Commercial, dated the 2nd instant, inclosing a 
Report by l)r. Mackie of the proceedings of the Alexandria Maritime and Quarantine 
Board at their meeting on the 20th May, having especial reference to a communication 
addressed by the President of the Council of Ministers to the President of the Quarantine 
Board, in which it was announced that the Egyptian Government were not prepared to admit 
that a Delegate at the above Hoard had the right to represent and vote for more than one 
Power, this right having been claimed by the Delegate of Germany as representing the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire in the temporary absence of the Austrian Delegate. 

I Have now to inform you that Her Majesty's Government, while fully sensible of the 
necessity for providing against abuse in the limiter of Delegates exercising a manifold 
representative and voting power at the Quarantine Board, are not disposed entirely lo 
object to the employment of proxies in eases where that course mav bo really .necessary. 

It appears to ller Majesty’s Government sufficient that a Rule should be instituted— 
as has been suggested by Dr. Maekic—limiting the number of votes (not exceeding two) 
to he held by one Delegate; limiting also the period during which the double vote could 
be held, and the number of Delegates who could hold a double vote at the same time. 

It would be desirable, however, that there should be some regular method of appoint¬ 
ment of duly qualified persons to assist at the discussion, as proxies, in order to avoid the 
evils which have arisen from votes hastily given by persons not possessing adequate 
knowledge of the important subjects with which they may have to deal.

I HAVE the honour to icport that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine Sani¬ 
tary Board was held yesterday at 10 a.m. 

The meeting was called chiefly to consider the advisability of removing quarantine 
against arrivals from certain ports of India. The President announced that since the date 
of the 22nd April the bills of health of vessels arriving from British Burnrnh had been 
clean. Some of the Delegates, especially the Delegate of Italy, refused to accept that as 
official information that cholera had ceased. The President, however, maintained that as 
quarantine had been imposed without further information of the existence ot cholera than 
the annotations on the bills of health, we ought to accept in good faith now the evidence 
of the bills of health that cholera has disappeared. After some discussion on this point, the 
following decision was voted by a majority . 00 . 

“ The Boaid, considering that clean bills of health have hern delivered since the _ 2 nd 
April by the sanitary authorities on the coast of British Burmah, from Chittagong to 
Rangoon inclusive, has decided that vessels having quitted these ports on and after the /t i 
M av shall be admitted to free pratique.” . .. 

’ A communication from the Board of Health, Cairo, reports a severe outbreak of typUoia 
fever in some villages of tlx- Province of Gizeh. Means are being taken to have the villages 
cleaned and the people put under tents. The daily sanitary bulletins ot Cairo have shown 
lately a very great excess of deaths over births, the figures for certain days showing as 
great an excess as eighty deaths to sixty births. Typhoid fever and *• gastro-entcritis 
figure largely as causes of death. By “ gastro-entcritis” 1 presume is meant a complaint 
with abdominal symptoms of which persistent diarrhoea is the chief.

1 HAVE the honour to transmit herewith copy of the Minutes of a meeting of the 
Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board held on Tuesday, the 20th May, containing discus¬ 
sions on several important points. The first subject of general interest discussed is the ques¬ 
tion of one Delegate being allowed to represent more than one Power. This arose from the 
Delegate of Germany having undertaken to represent Austria-Hungary during the absence 
of the Austro-Hungarian Delegate. In my Report of the proceedings of this meeting 
I pointed out some of the advantages and disadvantages of this system, which had already 
been permitted in one or two instances. The chief advantage would he that for a short 
leave of absence the work of a Delegate might he better performed by a colleague 
possessing a knowledge of the work of the Board than by a stranger’who has no 
knowledge of the work. The chief point, however, in this matter was the question 
whether the Egyptian Government had the power or right to interfere by itself to prevent a 
Delegate representing two Powers, there being no allusion made to this in the Khedivial 
Decree ; and 1 would draw your attention to the protest of the German Delegate, dictated 
by the Consul-General of Austria-Hungary, in which he insists on the international 
character of the Board. 

The discussion on the question of sending Dr. Chnffey Bey to the Hedjaz during the 
ensuing pilgrimage arose from a request made by the Sublime Porte through the Egyptian 
Government last year that Dr. Chnffey Bey should not be again sent. 

The Board at that time replied that it would not execute such orders with regard to 
its employes unless sufficient and satisfactory reasons were given. No reasons, however, 
have ever been given, but the request in the’form even of an order has been insisted on by 
the Sublime Porte. I think there is little doubt that Dr. Chnffey Bey, for reasons which 
they do not wish to give—probably on account of bis carelessness in religious observances, 
as he is reputed a bad Muhommedan—has failed to make himself a persona jrata to the 
authorities at Mecca. 

The decision to allow passengers to perform their quarantine on board at Tor, on 
account of the non-existence of a proper lazaretto, was token on account of a protest 
by the passengers of the steam-ship “ Mira” against the barbarous hardships they had to 
endure.

Alexandria, June 20, 1334. 

1 UAVL the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitnrv Board was held yesterday at 10 a.m. 

The meeting was called by the President on account of nows hnvmg been received 
that cholera had hroken out in Toulon. The amount of quarantine to he imposed, and 
against what ports, led to a good deal of discussion. A lew of the Delegates, myscli 
amongst the number, proposed that it should he applied for the present against ai'iival** 
from Toulon only; but this did not meet with much favour, on account of the easy and 
frequent communication with Marseilles. The proposal which met with most favour, and 
the only one put to the vote and carried, wrs to impose quarantine against annuls from all 
the Mediterranean polls of France. I suggested that, it the same measures are to *e 
adopted against Europe ns have lately been enforced against India, the "holy <*°ast of 
Europe ought to be put in quarantine, as well as all other places in communication with it 
in the Levant; for cholera in Calcutta and Bombay, the whole coast ot Hindustan has 
been in quarantine here, as well us healthy places—for example, C idombo and (>alle For 
allowing India free prat ique . 

Although no question with regard to India "as on the Ordre du jour. I uskcii ms 
colleagues at the Board to allow me to bring up for i.'iscu*?>i m the advisability ol allowing 
free pratique in F.gvpt to |M>stal steamers ami ships ol war Iron* India, seeing the satis¬ 
factory information’which lias lately and for some time been received ol the sanitary condi¬ 
tion of Calcutta and Bombay. Most of the European Delegates were very strongly 
opposed to mv proposition, and it was carried by a m..jorit\ only. I he only European 
Delegates who voted with me were the Delegates of Holland, Denmark, and Belgium. I had 
secured the votes of these three Delegates before the meeting to insure me a majont>. 
Tlicv would not, however, consent to vote with me for the complete suppression ot 
quarantine on account of the renewed panic here and in Europe caused by the appearance 
„f cholera in France, imported, as they believe, Horn Saigon. As my intention was chiefly 
to endeavour to break in in some way upon the present long-continued quarantine a^am>t 
India, so that it might not be used as a precedent for or converted into u perpetual 
quarantine, I thought it was prudent to make a proposition, which I felt sure ot earn ing 
with the votes promised me, rather than run the risk ol being outvoted on a more radical 
proposition. . , . . . , , 

Thu President, seeing that I bud earned my point by n majority, pointed out 
the grave injustice to other vessels, mid proposed that quarantine should now be sup- 
pressed lor all arrivals from British India. In tins lie was outvoted by u large majority. 

Will, regard to the outbreak of cl,ole,a in Toulon, the general opinion at the Board 
is that it Inis been inipoitcd bv a French transport from Mogun, most probably by t ic 
transport “ Sartlie." The r.iisin lor ibis opinion is that the " Sort lie, while", i the 
harbour of Saigon, had cases of cholera amongst the crow. I lie history ol the ^arthe, 
so far ns known at tl c Hoard, forms a very treble basis for >uch an opinion. I inclose un 
extract from the official correspondence, Irotn which il will be seen that the “ Sartlie 
must have arrived at Toulon at least sixteen days before cholera was declared, and no 
cholera nor suspected eases can have been declared to Hie Sanitary Agent nt Sues as 
existing on beard, us the vessel was allowed to pass through the Canal after performing the 
usual twenty-four hours’ quarantine of observation. . _ . . . , , 

The official communications made fo the Board by the French Delegates on the state 
of Toulon are of the most vague description, and contuin no information whatever. It is 
verv evident that there is a desire to conceal facts. Had such communications been made 
bv the British Delegate, there would have been a joint protest made by Delegates to their 
Governments, and the press been made use of to inflame the public against England.

Dr. Mackie makes a comparison between the absence up to this time of any quarantine 
in Italy against France* and the severe measures adopted there, ns will as here, against 
vessels from British India; in spite of the regular and correct information received from 
the latter country, and of the much closer communication which exists between France 
and Italy than Between Bombay and Ceylon, or Aden, or the rest of the coast of India, 
on which a general quarantine is imposed.

The passengers then disembark, come by rail to Alexandria, with their 
personal linkage and much-dreaded dirty linen, embark at once on ho.u-d the local 
steamer for B indisi, where they arc received in free pratique; whereas the steamer from 
which they disembarked at Suez comes through the Canal to Alexandria, leaving next 
week for Brindisi and Venice, where it is subjected to quarantine. ^ 

It is true that quarantine in Italy aguinst arrivals troni France by sen would he 
useless while the constant communication exists by land; but the Italian Delegate at the 
Board here never takes such a view, and is the fanatical advoeute of quarantine, however 
illusory or illogical when India is concerned, but has not dared to propose that Italy 
should be put now in quarantine with Egypt on the same grounds, and Ceylon and the 
whole coast of Hindustan.

The President of the Quarantine and Maritime Sanitary Board decided to consider 
the case as “suspect,” so the passengers, according to Article 2 of the R^glemcnt, were 
conveyed to the lazaretto at Gabari to undergo seven days’ quarantine.

Mr. Trevor to Lord E. Fitzmaurice.—(Received July 28.) 

Sir, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, July 26, 1884. 

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your Con¬ 
fidential letter of the 18th instant, in which you transmit a despatch from Her Majesty's 
Consul at Alexandria, inclosing a copy of a Report by the Inspector-General of the 
Quarantine Service in Egypt on certain matters in relation to the conduct of that Service, 
and a despatch, commenting on that Report, addressed to Mr. Cookson by Dr. Mackie, 
together with a Memorandum by Sir E. Baring upon the whole of the foregoing papers. 

In reply, I am to request that you will lay before Karl Granville the following 
observations in refcrcnco to the points put forward by Sir E. Baring:— 

1. As regards the practicability of establishing a floating lazaretto off Suez, the 
Board rf Trade cannot usefully add anything to wlmt is contained in the papers sent 
to them. 

2. As regards the transit of ships through the Canal in quarantine, the Board of 
Trade would strongly support the view that a tax—even a heavy one—may properly be 
imposed for the purpose of sanitary police, provided that all vessels be allowed to pass the 
Canal in 'quarantine. This would be a cheap price to pay for the assent of Europe to the 
proposal in view. What the tax should be, and whether it should be the same on all 
vessels, or should be levied only, or to a higher amount, on vessels which pass through in 
quarantine, will be questions to be considered. 

3. As regards bills of health, the Board of Trade do not quite understand the 
difficulty. It is said that a ship coming (say) from Calcutta may touch at Madras, Guile, 
Bombay, Kurruchee, 6cc., and obtain separate bills of health from each place, and that she 
may then omit to produce one or other of them. But it would scent that the ship’s log 
and papers must show where she has been, and enable the sanitary authorities to demund 
a bill of health from each place. The Board arc disposed to think that, if necessary, a 
bill of health from the original port might be indorsed at subsequent ports; but that 
would not necessarily show what port the ship had first sailed from. 

If a change of the present system is to be brought about, it must, apparently, be 
efleeted through the action of the Indian uud Colonial Governments, and, where the 
intermediate port is in a foreign country, possibly through the eo-operntion of Her 
Majesty’s Consul.

May it please your Lordship, Liverpool, July 21, 1884. 

WE beg to hand you a copy of a letter addressed by the passengers on board our 
steam-ship “ Mira ” to the Egyptian Quarantine Board. 

It would be difficult for us to state more clearly than that letter does the vexatious 
and very dangerous action taken in this case in forcing the passengers to land at a place 
w here no suitable sanitary or other arrangements had been made for their reception. 

The accompanying copies of a letter from the captain, and of the Report of the 
doctor, show that if they had not been men of exceptional ability and decision, or if there 
had been any seeds of cholera on board the ship, disastrous consequences might have 
ensued. The doctor’s Report shows that the quarantine station at Tor is in a very 
dangerous state. The accommodation there consists of a few huts “ so badly constructed 
that during the day the sun shines through the roof, and at night cold draughts are let in 
by roof, floor, and side-walls.” 

There is no provision for cooking purposes, even the hospital hut being unprovided 
with a fire-place, so that nothing could he cooked or heated on an emergency. The 
latrines, owing to their construction, could not be used by European women. They are 
too near the dwelling-huts, and as the excreta arc deposited level with the rest ol the 
camp, no vessel being placed l»cncath, they accumulate and make the place uninviting, so 
that many of the men preferred going to a distance uftcr dark to entering such a place. 
To quote the doctor’s words : “ If the excreta were those of persons afflicted with cholera, 
the arrangements would seem to be the best devised to propagate the disease.” 

lie further says that the whole encampment is now fairly saturated with organic 
matter, and is a fitting soil for the reception of cholera germs, at least tor a time, and a 
source of danger to their successors. 

A very high medical authority in India, with great experience of cholera, on seeing 
in the papers an account of this ease, wrote pointing out the danger of allowing such a 
state of things to continue. He says: “lie (the Quarantine Officer at Tor) may have 
been obeying the orders of his superior authority, but in the action tuken bv him was 
evidenced a complete ignorance of the natural history of the cholera disease, and a creation 
of the circumstances which go to favour its development. Had there been the slightest 
tendency to it among the passengers of the ‘Mira,’ there is not a shadow of doubt that 
the hardship to which they were subjected, their imperfect protection from heat and cold, 
the filthy latrines they were obliged to use, and the worry and annoyance to which they 
were unnecessarily subjected, would have been followed by a reappearance of the 
disease.” 

Your Lordship will see from the inclosed copy of a letter from the President that the 
Board have wisely decided that, until proper accommodation is provided at lor, passengers 
shall be allowed to perform their quarantine on hoard ; hut we have no security that this 
decision might not, under the pressure of Continental panic, be at any time reversed ; and 
v:c would venture to submit to your Lordship that it is of great importance that measures 
should be at once adopted to insure that so unfortunate a step should not be taken. 

We would further submit that it is very desirable that a distinction should he drawn 
lictvveen pilgrim vessels and ships carrying only Kuro|>ean passengers and provided with a 
surgeon, on which every precaution to prevent the spread of disease is taken. lo send 
these two classes of vessels, on which the sanitury conditions are necessarily so entirely 
different, to the same stution, and to subject them to the same quarantine, is most unjust, 
and in every way undesirable. 

We would point out that the present system seriously endangers the lives of passengers, 
and aftords uo real protection against the spread of disease, but, on the contrary, increases 
the danger by giving rise to great temptution to concealment, and thereby diminishing the 
probability of those precautions which arc really efficient being taken.

Captain Lcporlier to Messrs. Ralhbone , Bros., and Co. 

Dear Sir, Steamship “Mira," at Tor, May 14, 1884. 

IT is with much regret I have to report our having been placed in quarantine at 
Tor, and now proceed with particulars. t 

On the 20th April, at 11 a.m., the surgeon reported to me that one of the A.B. s, 
W. Golding, was taken ill, and possibly from cholera. At once wo agreed to take 
precautions on the safe side, and proceeded accordingly. Cholera became shortly but too 
evident, and the poor fellow' died at 5*30 P.M. same day. He was carefully attended by 
the doctor, who scarcely left his side. 

1 inclose surgeon’s Report ns to what means were taken to prevent the spreading of 
the disease, and which proved efficacious, since no further cases took place. 

The symptoms were too marked to call the illness any other name without 
committing perjury. Arriving at Colombo next morning at 6 A.M., the Health Officer 
was satisfied with precautions taken, but refused us pratique, his senior being absent. 
He wired to him for instructions, and these being to use his own judgment, lie gave us 
pratique the next morning, the 22nd April. 

We proceeded with our work, and left Colombo at 4'30 A.M. on the 23rd April. 
Shortly after our departure, Mrs. Rutnugc became worse ot a fever she bad when leaving, 
and kept becoming worse in spite of most careful nursing, the doctor and stewardess being 
with her mostly night and day. 

The crew, too, got rather nervous, and the surgeon hud his hands full. Being very- 
ill himself, the chief steward acted under his orders, and we had no other case ot a 
dangerous or infectious nature. The health of the passengers was good all the time. 

We arrived at Suez 5* 15 a.m., 6th May. The ship was quarantined and ship’s logs 
taken on shore. At 11*30 a.m. we got orders to proceed to Tor and do seven days’ 
quarantine at that port. Our agents having wired to Alexandria, we waited for the 
answer, and it being to proceed, started at 6*53 a.m. 

Arriving at Tor next morning, 7th May, 7 a.m., the Health Officer came alongside 
and stated he could not come on board until all the passengers were landed, and showed 
me his printed instructions to that effect. The passengers refused to go, and, after much 
talking, they sent two of their number to see what accommodation was to be had. 1 went 
with tncin, taking chief steward with me. 

We found four large houses and three small huts, all built of half-inch pine, most 
plunks cracked open with the sun. Nothing else, not even a cooking-place. The 
passengers simply refused to land, saying women and children would never stand the life. 

I could not blame them, and spent the day writing protests to the Health Officer. 

Passengers wanted me to go buck to Sue/, and obtain there the leave the Health 
Officer refused, for the children to do the quarantine on board, the same as the crew. 

Certain 1 should only lose three days’ time by that, I at lust got them to agree to 
land, promising to do all we could for their comfort on shore. The Health Officer 
granted us that night on board, and the landing began next morning, 8th May, 6 a.m. 

The houses are 2,227 feet from the lauding, and the soft sand makes the carrying up 
weights quite a job. All hands turned to with a will, and beds, chairs, and provisions 
were taken up fast. Chief engineer took bricks on shore and built a capital cooking- 
range. At 11*30 a.m., thanks to chief steward’s capital arrangements, passengers sat 
down to the same breakfast as on board. Awnings were nailed around the houses, and 
the draught being still great, little tents were rigged over the ladies’ beds. After all they 
fared not badly, with little but the vessel’s help, the only things from the shore being 
rough bedsteads, a lot of small table-, and, luckily, a lair supply of water. 

It was a bard day’s work for all hands. I am glad to be able to report willing help 
from all departments to muko the pussengers comfortublc. I was pleased, too, to sec the 
latter grateful lor our efforts. At night all was in good order in the camp, and the dinner 
the same as on board. ... 

Mrs. Uamagc died the same afternoon at 1*30 p.m. ; cause, exhaustion, brought on by 
fever. 

A grave was got ready durirn: the night, ami she was buried at 7 A.M., 9th May, 

mile in shore, hearings of her grave being taken. 

It seemed to me very hard to undergo such a quarantine sixteen days after the death 
of one man, and I regret that no rcpreseiitalii n of mine cun save women and children such, 
for their lieulth dangerous, discomforts as those have to undergo who are sent down 
here.

I inclose a Report of our surgeon on the sanitary arrangements of the camp. As for 
the port, I inclose a plan drawn by Mr. Harris, chief officer, from the Admiralty plan of 
Tor, and found very correct. , 

It does not need a sailor to sec the risk of coming into a harbour by channels only 
half-u-mile broad, and the dingers on the one side covered at low water. Even if buoyed, 

1 should not think it safe for vessels of our size, and there is no buoy or land-mark. 

1 trust that none of our Company’s vessels will have to come here, but think it most 
probable that those lines making use of native crews will have to. In the interest of the 
poor passengers, they ought to use all influence to get leave from the Council for the 
women and children to do the quarantine on hoard until such time as there is suitable 
accommodation on shore. It seems all the more unfair to the passengers that most likely 
they will have been quite clear of the disease. . 

' The Sanitary Council seems bent on treating all vessels alike, not considering that 
on board most passenger vessels quite as prompt and intelligent measures to prevent the 
spread of disease will be taken by those on board as these measures ordered and taken by 
sanitary officers on shore. It is hut very evident to me that had we the germs of cholera 
on board, it is not the quarantine here or the disinfection would prevent us infecting 
London. 1 have written to Mr. Stuplcdon requesting him to make all efforts to get some 
of the Rules modified, and wrote as follows:— . . 

“ A single case on hoard of a vessel should not prove the ship infected when proper 
measures have been taken to prevent the spreading of the disease. Surely sixteen days 
under a burning sun would cause infection to show itself if the precautions taken had not 
been successful. If the Quarantine Regulations are unreasonably carried out to the letter, 
may I suggest to vou as very probable that some commanders, to avoid such very serious 
and unnecessary troubles, will find another name for the disease that carries such terror 
with it, casing their conscience with the knowledge of the great saving it is to their 

owners?” . , , , . . 

The temptation must be very great when convinced that by so doing they cause no 
danger to public health. If this became a practice, it is hard to say where it would end ; 
it stems to me the Sanitary Council would remain but in name the guardians of the health 

° f l: 'iTiotc(l to him mostly all there is in this letter, and hope it may have some effect. 
The channels at least could be buoyed. 

I need not say it has been a voyage of great anxiety to me, and yet cannot very well 
sec what else I could have done. I did not enforce the men remaining on board. None 
of the vessels at Calcutta did so. After work they (the men) ore allowed to go on shore, 
and but seldom make use of their liberty, being tired enough with the day s work. I hey 
were warned not to go near native quarters, as small-pox was raging there, anil 1 had 
several of the crew vaccinated who had no good murks on their arms, (.holcra seems to 
have broken out more strongly just as we were leaving. 1 quite understand the necessity 
of keeping such illnesses dark on board of a passenger-ship, but so screened with awnings, 
the man died on deck, and was seen by a good many. 

The declaration we have to sign at Suez is beaded by ‘Me jure. 1 fiincy lew men 
would be likely to make a false declaration so headed unless it was understood that 
because in French it was of no account. 

I am very much distressed at the very great loss to the Company, and the serious 
loss of time to some of the passengers. « . . ,

The Surtjeon of the Steam-ship “ Mira" to Captain Leporlier. 

Sir, Jeb-el-Tor, Map 12, 1884. 

I REGRET Hint until to-ilnv 1 have been unable to visit and report on tbc sanitary 
conditions of the lazaretto of Jeb-el-Tor. The defects are glaring. In the first place, tbc 
woodwork is so badly constructed that during the day the sun shines through the roof 
and at night cold draughts are let in by roof, floor, ami side-walls. 1 he windows, shutters, 
and doors arc not properly fitted in their places, but that is in keeping with the planking 
of every hut. If it were not for your forethought ill rigging up tents inside the huts, and 
protecting the side-walls by canvas, 1 have no doubt the health of the passengers, would 
have been affected, especially as those coining home are debilitated by tropical residence, 
and susceptible to fever and" dysentery on exposure. Again, there was no provision for 
cooking purposes, and even the' fire-place built by the chief engineer would not suffice if 
all the cooking took place on shore. The hospital hut is nlso unprovided with a fire-place, 
so that nothing could be cooked or heated on an emergency. The latrines, owing to their 
construction, could not be used by European women. They arc too near the dwelling- 
huts, and as the excreta are deposited level with the rest of the camp, no vessel being 
placed beneath, they accumulate and already make the place uninviting, so that I have no 
doubt many of the men prefer going to a distance nflcr dark than entering such a place. 
There is distinct evidence of this to eye and nose among the palm trees. If the excreta 
were those of persons afflicted with" cholera, the arrangement would seem to be best 
devised to propagate the disease. A large box containing sand, and into which more sand 
is thrown after use, and emptied daily or oftener (such as you have provided for the ladies) 
is much more suitable Ilian the official latrines, though the sand-box is not to be relied on 
in a case of epidemic cholera. 

It is impossible to get native or European servants to realize the danger of throwing 
fluids containing organic matter outside the huts, so that by to-day the whole encampment 
is fairlv saturated with organic matter, and is a fitting soil for the reception of cholera 
germs,"at least for a time, and a source of danger to our successors. I have already given 
fair reasons to presume that the ship was not infected, and that the isolated case of cholera 
was due tu a cause outside the ship. If the late Mrs. Ramage were compelled to 
disembark, 1 tlo not think she could have reached the shore. Such an occurrence would 
have created a great scandal, yet it seems that those almost living will be compelled to 
undergo the risk of a journey ashore, and the still greater one of residence in the 
lazaretto, 'faking into consideration the above fact, I believe it is injust and cruel to 
earn out the rigorous Quarantine Regulations until better accommodation bo provided. 
The" Health Officer should have the power to use his discretion in favour of women and 
children, and invalids, so that they may do their quarantine on hoard like the crew.

William Golding, A.B., steam-ship “ Mira,” who died of cholera the 20th April, gave 
me a reasonable explanation of the source from whence he was seized with the disease, 
viz., that while ashore in Calcutta he bought drink at cheap rates from street vendors. It 
is notorious that the natives engaged in this trade are not particular about the quality of 
the wuter used in the concoction of the drinks, and frequently use tank-water, which has 
been pronounced by sanitary authorities to be no better than filtered l-oudnn sewage. On 
the other hand, the quality "of the water supplied to Calcutta and used by Europeans is of 
gnat purity, and it is the pure water that is used on board. If the source of the disease 
existed in the ship, other members of the crew w'ould have been attacked, ns they were not 
careful to guard against exposure when off duty, viz., lying about in draughts, uncovered, 
so as to get relief from the excessive heat, and drinking cold water to excess. The 
depressing iffccts of such practices, coupled with the fact of one of their comrades dying of 
cholera, would have rendered them susceptible to attack, if the source of infection existed 
on board. The man who died was immediately isolntcd on the fore hatch, over which an 
awning was rigged, lie was nursed by myself and one of the crew, and each motion at 
once disinfected. After his death all’ utensils, bedding, clothing, tarpaulin, and awning 
were thrown overboard, as also were the clothes, underclothing, and hoots of myself and 
the man who assisted me. Wo nlso disinfected our bodies within half-an-hour of the 
man's death; the forecastle ami decks were thoroughly disinfected, so that every 
precaution necessary to prevent extension of the disease was adopted. When the man 
was taken ill, I reported the fact to the captain, and lie immediately gave orders that the 
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forecastle and decks were to be disinfected and washed. His orders were promptly 
executed. * 1

MU. EGERTON has already been instructed (No .38 of the 18th July) to consider 
the question of mooring a ship at Suez to serve as a lazaretto. 

I would now send him the Board of Trade letter of the 2oth July, and direct him to 
confer with Dr. Mackie and Mr. Mievillc on the subjects mentioned in that letter. lie 
might he told to instruct the British Delegate of the Board of Health to support cordially 
any proposals for improving the efficiency of the sanitary police of the Canal, and to agree 
in "principle to the levy of a tax, even a heavy one, on ships passing through the Canal, 
provided that nil vessels should be allowed to" pass the Canal in quarantine. The nature 
of the tax, &e., should, in the terms of the Board of Trade letter, be the subject of further 
consideration. 

As regards the question of hills of health of ships touching at intermediate ports, 
Mr. Egerton’s attention might be drawn to the remarks of the Board of Trade, and he 
might he requested, should lie consider, after conferring with Dr. Mackie and Mr. Mievillc, 
that anv further action is necessary, to write on the subject.

port ot origin, in view of Dr. Ardouin’s account of the careful manner in w hich all the slops 
papers arc taken to the Sanitary Office ami there examined; lor it appears that the log 
would show the ship’s origin and ports of call, and the Sanitary Olliecr can then demand 
cither a separate bill of health for each, or an indorsement on the hill issued at a previous 

* > ° rt The Board of Trade are disposed to think that, if necessary, a hill of health from the 
original port might he indorsed at subsequent ports, hut that that would not necessarily 
prove what was'the port of origin; and Hint if any change of the present system is to he 
brought about, it must he effected through the uetion ot the Indian and Colonial Govern- 
incuts, and, where the intermediate port is in a foreign country, possibly through the 
co-operation of Her Majesty's Consul. , . . 

But his Lordship is unwilling to make a change in the exiting system, as any 
chance must of itself cause inconvenience to shipping, or to counsel any addition to the 
present requirements of the Maritime Sanitary and Quarantine Board without very clear 
evidence that such change or addition is really necessary.

LISTER has sent mo these papers for my observations (1 believe, by your 
direction). I have only to roinark that I heartily concur in the protest against 
the attempt to move Resolutions at the meetings of the present Sanitary Board of the 
nature proposed, as being ultra rites. 

Wo have repeatedly informed Count Nigra (see print, Nos, 2, 1*, and 115) that the 
measures to he adopted should he under the control of the Egyptian Government. 

There exists no international compact on the subject, and we resist altogether the 
pretension of any Delegate to import an international character lo the Board in 
the sense of the Austrian proposal. I observe the proposed Circular touches rather 
lightly on this point. I presume, because all the Rowers want to “ internationalize’* 
the Board. That being so, 1 fear the appeal to the smaller Powers will not help ns.

Memorandum by Mr. Lister, 

THE four Austrian Resolutions are stated in such vague and general terms in 
Count Nigra’s note, that it is somewhat dillicult to understand their precise objects; 
hut considering that the present outbreak of cholera has shown the futility of 
quarantine rather than a necessity for more stringent Regulations, they may he taken 
as having a political rather than a sanitary hearing, and as being intended to establish 
the independence and irresponsibility of the Quarantine Boat'd, and to give it the 
power of damaging the Suez Canal and indicting delays or complete stoppage upon 
the trade of Great Britain with her eastern possessions. 

1. As it has been satisfactorily shown that the Quarantine Board is an Egyptian 
Institution created by the Khedive and not depending Upon any Treaties, it is 
manifestly beyond the powers of that Board to alter its own constitution or arrogate 
to itself new functions. It is not clear what Count Nigra means by a “distribution 
uormalc des voix,” hut assuming that if is intended to express the idea that each State 
should have one vote, the proposition would he ridiculous and unfair. England owns 
about eighty parts of the shipping passing through the Canal. France and Italy have 
probably the greatest interest, from a eontagionist point of view, in arrivals from Egypt 
at their ports. It would he absurd that these States should have no more inllucncc 
upon the Board than Sweden, Denmark, or Belgium, which are far from the supposed 
source of infection, and have scarcely any interest in the navigation of the Canal. 

2. The Quarantine Board now manages its own finances, and probably manages 
them very ill. Reforms and a strict audit may he desirable, but l do not understand 
what else is required as to the creation of a budget. Fewer, better paid, and more 
honest employes arc chiefly needed. 

3. Is unintelligible. The Quarantine Board have a great deal more control over 
the transhipment of passengers nt Suez than is convenient. 

1. Is the point upon which Her Majesty's Government and the Indian Govern¬ 
ment lay the most stress. Many foreign Governments prefer that the expense and 
trouble of quarantine should Im* inflicted upon Egypt iustend of upon their own ports. 
Her Majesty’s Government admit that they have a perfect right to impose any quarantine 
Regulations they please at their own ports, and even that they may agree with the 
Egyptian Government, that vessels hound for their ports shall undergo quarantine at 
Suez, but maintain that ships passing through the Canal in uuarantine should bo 
considered ns though they wen* on the high seas, and that they should not be delayed 
at Suez when hound to ports (and especially British ports) where there are proper 
quarantine arrangements, or where no quarantine is required. 

This point is of the greatest importance for our communications with India, Imt, 
while insisting strongly upon it, Sir E. Baring anti I agreed that Her Majesty'a 
Government were hound to assist in framing aiul enforcing any Regulations which 
would satisfactorily ensure the insolation of ships passing through in quarantine, not 
of course from any belief in the utility of such measures, hut with a view to satisfying 
tin* requirements of the contngionUts. 




Instructions to this effect were sent to Mr. Egerton. 

I am strongly of opinion that ller Majesty's Government should steadily maintain 
the Egyptian ns against the international character of tin* Hoard, and that the Egyptian 
Government and the President of the Quarantine Board should refuse to allow any 
discussion of that point. 

Her Majesty’s Government have already stated the concessions they are willing 
to agree to as to the transit of the Canal in quarantine, hut they must maintain the 
principle they have laid down. ^ ^

Earl Granville to Her Majesty’s Ambassadors in Europe 

(Commercial. Confidential.) 

My Lord, 

. Foreign Office, July 31, 1884. 

A I the meeting nl the Conference which took place on the 28th instant, the 
German Ambassador stated that In* had received instructions from his Government to 
propose that the Conference should take into consideration the Egvptian sanitary 
question. * 

I objected to this proposal, on tin* ground that the subject was outside the 
reference to the Conference; and said that I was precluded hy tin* terms of the 
invitation sent to and accepted hy the Powers, hy the statements made in Parliament 
h.v Her Majesty’s Government, hy my declarations to the Ambassadors, and by the 
terms ot my lull powers, from taking part in a discussion of the question in the present 
Conference. 

1 assured Count Minister that I was ready, outside the Conference, as Secretary 
of State for Foreign Allaire, to treat with all tin* respect due to it, and with the careful 
consideration which I always give to any suggestion from the German Government, 
any subject which his Excellency might Ik* instructed to bring before me. 

The Italian Ambassador then made a declaration to tin* following effect 

That the Italian Government had recently been the first to call the attention of 
the Powers to tin* Egyptian sanitary question, and then*fore could not Imt adhere to 
any proposal for its settlement hy tin* Powers conjointly. Count Nigra called to mind 
that it was only last year that the Italian Government had proposed the assembly at 
Home of an International Conference of competent specialists, with authority to 
consider this question. That proposal, which had heen accepted hy most of the Powers, 
had not been abandoned, hut was expressly reserved. 

Count Munster having declared that he desired to place on record that lie had 
brought forward the subject, the Russian and Austro-Hungarian Ambassadors said 
that they had been authorized to support Count Munster’s proposal,but that they took 
note of the objections toils discussion which I had raised; and tin* French Ambassador, 
in expressing the interest which his Government felt in this question, stated that under 
other circumstances lie would have concurred in the proposal. 

At the meeting ol the Conference In-Id to-day, the German Ambassador reverted 
• To Hoard of Trade only.

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to his previous statement. lie urged that tin's question bears an administrative 
character, and in this manner affects the Egyptian Budget. On this ground his 
Excellency statist that liis (iuvermuent could not concur in the opinion which I had 
expressed; that it was outside the scoj>e ol‘ the Conference, and had instructed him 
to again ask my opinion and that of our colleagues on the subject. 

I replied that the course taken by Count Minister seemed to me somewhat 
unusual. I reiterated my previous dcclamtion, that the matter could not he discussed 
now, though 1 was quite ready to treat it elsewhere: I adverted to tho fact that the 
other Plenipotentiaries had, in accordance with general usage at Conferences, accepted 
my ruling; and I regretted that 1 was not able to alter the view then taken. The 
Austro-Hungarian and French Amliassadors, under instructions from their respective 
Governments, supported the German proposition, and held that the Conference was 
competent to deal with the question. 

The Italian Ambassador likewise supported the German proposition, and again 
adverted to the pro|M>sal of the Italian Government to hold a Conference at Home to 
regulate the sanitary system in Fgypt, which his Government had not given up. 

I said that I still thought that this question had been disposed of on the previous 
occasion, and that l felt obliged to say that the arguments made use of by the German 
Plenipotentiary would open a door to the discussion of all questions concerning 
Egypt, whether administrative or political. Count Munster replied that he had not 
made use of the word political; In* had said administrative. 

I said that all political or administrative questions might Ik; connected with 
iinnncc, and 1 then read the passage of the invitation from Her Majesty's Government 
to the Powers on tin 1 subject of the Conference, to show that an alteration in the Law 
of Liquidation f**r financial reasons was the object of that invitation; and l went on 
to say that 1 was compelled to adhere to my opinion, and to the decision which I had 
taken as President, that the limitation of functions laid down for the Conference could 
not be overstepped. 

Count Munster said that, in presence of this reiterated declaration of the 
President, lie would not further insist on the proposition of his Government. It 
should he recorded, however, that his colleagues had supported his motion. 

The Russian Plenipotentiary said he had also been instructed to support the 
views of his German eolh-agtio. 

The Ottoman Plenipotentiary did not dispute the right of the Governments to 
express their views on the Egyptian sanitary question, hut observed that the matter 
had been brought forward at a Conference convoked solely fora financial object, and 
that there were other questions much more important relating to Egypt which might 
he submitted to examination In the present ease he held the same view as the 
President. 

1 then stated that 1 wished to point out that it was solely as a matter of form 
that 1 had insisted on excluding this question from our discussions, and that l should 
l»c ready to receive the proposals which may lx 1 made, ami to examine them either 
directly with the Governments concerned or in another Conference. 

In reply to questions from Count Minister, I recapitulated the grounds of my 
objection, and renewed the assurance given on the 28th instant, that 1 should be quite 
ready to consider the suggestion of an exchange of views or of a Conference to meet at 
Berlin, Home, or elsewhere, in order to examine the sanitary question ; hut I could not 
pledge* myself beforehand to an opinion one way or the other. 

In subsequent conversation in another room, after tho adjournment of the 
Conference, 1 informed the Ambassadors that, although 1 had objected to the discus¬ 
sion of the subject in the Conference, they must not think I was indifferent to so 
important a subject to all as that of the public health, and that it might he agreeable 
to them to know the instructions which had been sent to our Representative on the 
Sanitary Board, which were to this effect, that ho should co-operate cordially in 
improving the efficiency of the police of the Sue/. Canal; and, further, that Her 
Majesty’s Government would consent to a tax, even a heavy one, on ships passing 
through, on the condition that all ships shall he allowed to puss through the Canal in 
quarantine. 

1 subsequently sent a pro-memoriA on the instructions to each Ambassador.

Suez Canal, likely to lie made by the Austrian Delegate. 

I am in communication with the Hoard of Trade and India Office on this subject, 
and expect shortly to address further instructions to you in the matter. Meanwhile, 
it is sufficient to state that, in the opinion iff Her Majesty’s Government, the 
Alexandria Maritime and Quarantine Hoard being an Egyptian institution established 
under the authority of the Khedive, the President of the Board should stop any 
discussion on its constitution as being ultra vires. Representations which any of the 
Powers concerned may wish to make on this question should he treated diplomatically, 
and should not he addressed to the Board itself. 

Her Majesty’s Government, as you are aware, are prepared to afford all securities 
necessary for maintenance of free passage in quarantine through the Canal, but depre¬ 
cate hasty action.

1 HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Confidential despatch of the 
10th instant, requesting me to consider the practicability of a proposal suggested to Her 
Majesty’s Government of fitting up and utilizing as a lazaretto in the llay of Suez one of 
the two Egyptian inen-of-war now at Alexandria and Port Said. 

1 he proposal, in principle, does not nppear to me to present any grave objections, 
but if brought before the Quarantine Hoard it would probably meet with some oppo¬ 
sition. 

As stated in your despatch, the proposal would seem to include the purchase of the 
vessel from the Egyptian Government; but if it is to be inferred that the Quarantine 
Board should purchase it. the project, I am sure, would not be entertained for a 
moment, as the Board is unanimous in upholding the principle that lazarettos and 
buildings of all kinds should be provided at the Government's expense. 

If, however, the proposal were made to the Hoard as an oHer from the Government of 
an old man-of-war to serve ns a floating lazaretto at Suez, only secondary, but still 
practical, difficulties and objections would remain. 

One somewhat thorny question would be to fix upon moorings so as to sufficiently 
isolate the vessel from the track of other ships, and, above all, where site could he safe in ail 
weathers. Having resided sonic months at Suez, I believe that it would, at certain rare 
intervals, be necessary for the ship to leave her moorings and proceed to sea, and therefore 
she should hove steam-power. On this point I am, of course, open to correction. 

Such a lazaretto, moreover, would be unfitted to receive merchandize for the purpose 
of disinfection, and therefore the much-needed sheds lor goods in quarantine, and also a 
proper jetty, would still be required at Moses’ Wells. The floating lazaretto would only 
serve for passengers in quarantine, and these at Suez are few and litr between ; there are 
frequently, it is true, batches of pilgrims and coolies quarantined at Suez, hut these find 
the present accommodation at Moses’ Wells sufficient. Other minor objections occur to 
me, hut as they arc lather matters of detail, 1 do not touch upon them in the present 
letter.

Vice-Consul Russell to Mr. Burrell. 

Sir, ^ Alexandria, August 10, 1884. 

1 HAVE the honour to transmit to you herewith a copy of the Minutes of a meeting 
of the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board held on Saturday, the 12th July, when I 
was duly admitted as Acting British Delegate during the absence of Dr. Mnckie on leave. 

It was announced that bovine typhus had ceased to exist in Lower Egypt, but in the 
absence of news Ironi l pper Egypt no alteration was made in the annotation made on hills 
ot health. 
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Communications were made l>y the Delegates of Fiance, Italy, Greece, ami Turkey as 
to the cxistonoe of cholera at Toulon, Marseilles, and Aix, and the quarantine measures 
taken by the above-mentioned Governments. 

A telegram was then read which had been addressed to the President by the leadin'* 
shipping agents at Port Said, requesting that, as the public health had so much ameliorated 
m the extreme East, that merchandize coming from there be allowed free pratique at Port 
oaid after the vessel had performed her quarantine at .Suez. 

The President was of opinion that the question might he put to the vote, hut did not 
i> !• /, W0U Id do to admit merchandize of the first category (p. 70, “ Rfcglemcnts 
Revises ), namely, very susceptible articles, but lie pointed out that there were two other 
classes, viz., less susceptible goods and those non-susccptible. 

Hie French Delegate objected to the disembarkation of any class of merchandize, on 
the ground that the Board had never allowed it, and of the great danger to the persons 
employed in discharging the cargo, the susceptible and non-susceptihlc goods being stowed 
in the same holds. 

The Delegate for Italy pronounced against any change in the present Quarantine 
Regulations. 1 

The Portuguese Delegate considered that, in view of the difficulties under which the 
Executive laboured, either the Egyptian Government or the foreign Powers should furnish 
iunds for the necessary buildings. The shipping agents should, lie added, help by 
subscribing ‘.'00/. or 300/. a-piccc. ' 1 

Ultimately the following proposition was adopted, viz., that all non-susccptible 
merchandize coming from infected ports of the extreme East he allowed to be discharged 
m Egyptian ports on condition that at the port of embarkation it he placed in separate 
holds without contact with susceptible goods, ami that it lie not contained in susceptible 
recipients or cases. 1 

The President, Mr. Midvillc, then attempted to obtain permission for merchandize of 
the second class to be put at Fort Said into lighters, />., treated in the same wav as goods 
coming from Marseilles to Alexandria; but unfortunately tin's concession, though most 
logical and reasonable, met with great opposition, and consequently was not uselessly Dressed 
to a division. J 1 

My letter, copy of which I inclose, requesting the suppression of quarantine against 
Bombay and C alcutta on account of the satisfactory Returns received from those cities, was 
then read. The Italian Delegate requested that Bombay and Calcutta should be voted 
separately, and to this I consented, feeling sure that if I left my proposition as it stood it 
would be lost.

Sir, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, August 25, 1881. 

I Ail directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the lUtli instant, inclosing copy of a private letter addressed to his Lordship by the 
Italian Ambassador, stating the substance of proposals to he made by the Austrian 
Delegate at the Alexandria Board of Health, and requesting Mr. Chamberlain's 
immediate consideration of these proposals. 

In reply, I am to request you to inform Lord Granville that the Hoard of Trade 
concur in the course which the Foreign Ollleo are pursuing with respect to these 
proposals. These proposals are ns follow:— 

1. The reorganization of the Sanitary Council with “ distribution normale des voix" 
What the meaning of tlib phrase is is not clear. II' it means equal votes to each 
nation, it is of courso objectionable, as giving to Bowers which have little or no 
interest, commercial or sanitary, iu the Canal, equal powers with Great Britain, which 
has so large a commercial, and France and Italy, which have such direct sanitary, 
interests. If it means a distribution of votes according to interests, it will obviously 
raise most difficult and delicate questions. In either case it raises points which are as 
much beyond the competency as beyond the authority of the present Council to 
discuss or determine. That the Council needs reformation has long boon admitted by 
all; Imt this is not the way to approach that subject.

\Mr. Nugent to the Secretary to the Government of India. 

Bombay Castle, May 10, 1884. 

ON the 26th ultimo Mr. Egcrton telegraphed from Cairo to bis Excellency the 
Governor that quarantine bad again been imposed in Egypt on arrivals from Bombay. 
As the number of eases of cholera and of deaths from that disease bad been abnormally 
small in the city of Bombay during the month of April, this sudden reimposition of 
quarantine appeared to the Governor in Council to be so extraordinary and so uncalled-for 
a measure that some explanation of the reasons which bad led the Egyptian Board of 
Health to direct the adoption of this measure seemed desirable. Accordingly on the 2nd 
instant the following telegram was addressed by this Government to Mr. Egcrton :— 

u Your telegram 26th ultimo. 

“ Please inform this Government of reasons causing reimposition of quarantine in 
Egypt on Bombay, as cholera is almost extinct in Bombay city, only six deaths having 
occurred during April and one death in past fortnight.” 

In reply, Mr. Egcrton telegraphed as follows, on the same date:— 

“ Reason of majority of Board for quarantine on Bombay increased cholera mortality 
in Calcutta and its prevalence in other parts of India, fact of three vessels having hud 
cholera on board between Basscin and Aden, and panic caused by cholera cases on 
‘Crocodile. 1 ” 

2. The reasons assigned for the re-establishment of quarantine at the Egyptian ports 
against Bombay arc:— 

(I.) Mortality from cholera has increased in Calcutta ; 

(2.) Cholera is prevalent in other parts of India ; 

(3.) Cases of cholera occurred on hoard three vessels on the journey from Basscin to 
Aden ; 

(4.) Tlu* panic resulting from the occurrence of eases of cholera on board the troop¬ 
ship “Crocodile.” 

3. I am to observe, with reference to the second reason, that if it alone is to la? 
acce pted as valid, then quarantine, as against Bombay, Calcutta, Madias, and all large 
Indian ports, will be a permanent institution, for it is rarely, if ever, the case that cholera 
is not to be found in some part of India. 

4. As regards the first and third reasons given, it may he stated that the Basscin 
mentioned is presumably the important commercial port in British Burmali, as the Bombay 
Basscin is now an insignificant coast town, whence no vessels proceed to the Red Sea and 
Egypt. The Burmali Basscin is seemingly about 1,700 miles by sea from Bombay, or 
about the same distance ns Aden is from Bombay, whilst Calcutta must also be about 
1,700 miles by seu from Bombay, und is 1,408 miles distant by rail. It seems, therefore, 
most unreasonable and unnecessary that quarantine should be inqrosed on Bombay 
because there is cholera in Calcutta and British Burmali. It would be as reasonable to 
impose quarantine against Bombay if there was cholera in Aden, or against Calcutta if 
there was cholera in China, as it is now to impose it against Bombay because the disease 
is prevalent to u certain extent in Basscin and Calcutta. Quarantine has never yet been 
imposed against the two latter ports because cholera was prevalent in Bombay; but if the 
argument of the Egyptian Board now put forward is well founded, quarantine should have 
been imposed against Calcutta and Basscin when oil previous occasions it was imposed 
against Bombay. 

5. As regards the cholera on board the “ Crocodile,” it is impossible, on the meagre 
telegraphic information as yet received, to form any opinion as to bow it originated or to 
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wliat causes it was ilue. There is nu information to show whether any eases of cholera or 
choleraic diarrhoea occurred on the vessel between Bombay and Suez. I he first telegram 
was to the effect that n ease hail occurred in the Canal; the second, that eight eases had 
occurred after the troop-ship left Port Said, of which .-is proved fatal. If there was no 
cholera on hoard between Bombay and Suez, it is probable that the ease.- of cholera were 
the result of some infection in Egypt, and had no connection with any Indian cause. At 
present, however, any opinion on this subject must be purely speculative. Probably some 
scientific inquiry will he instituted in England, and the result mav be awaited. But if it 
should he held'that the cholera on board was attributable to an Indian origin, this decision 
or opinion will necessarily be fraught with very serious consequences, as it would strongly 
militate against the theory that the maximum period of incubation in the case of 
cholera is ten days, and would probably lead to increased, and ever more chronic, quaran¬ 
tine restrictions. 

G. The Governor in Council, I am to observe, would strongly protest against the 
action of the Egyptian Board of Health, and trusts that his protest will meet with the 
support or the Government of India. The imposition of quarantine against Bombay on 
the doth ultimo, when only six deaths from cholera had occurred during the month, and 
the disease had virtually ceased lor the time being, appears to this Government to have 
been a vexatious and'altogether uncallcd-lbr step, and the reasons assigned for the 
adoption of such a course seem to the Governor in Council entirely inadequate. It 
unfortunately happens that, during the current month, there has been a slight increase in 
the number of deaths from cholera in Bombay, but this docs not affect the fact that 
when quarantine was reimposed, on the 2Gth April, cholera was, for the time, extinct, 
and the rise in the death-rate could not have been anticipated when quarantine was again 
established. _

Bombay. May 12, 1884. 

I AM directed by the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce to acknowledge the 
receipt of vour letter of the 28th ultimo, communicating copies of the telegrams received 
by Government from Cairo, dated the 2Gth idem, thut quarantine is imposed on arrivals 
from Bntt.bav, and from the Political Resident, Aden, ot the same dale, that, in order to 
prevent Aden being compromised, quarantine is imposed there on arrivals from Bombay. 

’I bis is the third time on which, during the last twelve months, quarantine has been 
Unnecessarily imposed by the Egyptian Sanitary Board on vessels coming from Bombay, 
and on the two previous occasions the* Committee of the Chamber ot Commerce felt 
grateful to the Government of Bombay and to the Government of India (or the efforts 
which they made in support of the protest of the Chamber to procure the early removal of 
of these quarantine restrictions. 

In the present instance there i- absolutely no foundation whatever lor the imposition 
of quarantine against vessels arriving from Bombay. The origin of the cases which 
occurred in the Canal on board Her Majesty's troop-ship “Crocodile” cannot be traced to 
Bombay; and the Returns of the public health show that in the week ending the 
loth April two deaths oulv occurred, in the week ending the 22nd April one death only 
occurred, and in the week ending the 2!tth April, during which the quarantine was imposed 
on Egypt, actually no death whatever occurred from cholera in Bombay. There was thus 
at the time ui the imposition of this quarantine restriction an unusual immunity from 
choluru in llii» city. , 

The t'lmnibu b*more to record its protest aguinsl this arbitrary restriction on 
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the public convenience and on the commerce ol India, which lias apparently been imposed 
without any cause whatever; and the Committee trust that, although the eHurts of 
Government have hitherto been unsuccessful in preventing the unnecessary imposition of 
these quarantine restrictions, his Excellency in Council will continue to press the matter 
on the notice of the Government of India and ot Sir livelyn Baling, K.C.S.I., C.I.K., 
Cairo.

IN' my letter of tile 25th instant, on the subject of the proposals which it is said 
that Austria intends to make nl tla* Alexandria Board of Health, reference was made 
to the larger question of the attitude of this country and of the Great Power** of 
Europe with respect to the precautions to he taken in Egypt against cholera from the 
East, ns raised by tin- proposals of Italy for n Conference, by the conditions under 
which England lias accepted that proposal, and by the action of Germany at the 
recent Conference in London. 

The terms of reference proposed by Italy were as follows :• 

1. To revise and collect into a single Code, to In* submitted to the approval of the 
Powers, the existing Egyptian Sanitary It emulations. 

2. To examine what reforms might lie conveniently introduced into the Alexandria 
Board. 

51. To indicate the means of collecting funds for the expenses of the sanitary 
service. 

These terms arc of the most general kind. 

They were accepted by Her Majesty's Government subject to the condition that 
it should he previously agreed by all I he Governments represented— 

1. That the only res|M»nsihiiity devolving on the Egyptian Government would In¬ 
to adopt whatever measure* il might consider ueeessary for preventing the introduc¬ 
tion of epidemic diseases into Egypt. 

2. That the measures adopted in Egypt should be under the sole control of the 
Egyptian Government, although (‘very facility would he given to foreign Powers to 
enable them to obtain correct information in respect to those measures. 

51. That ships were under all circumstances to he allowed to go through the Canal 
in quarantine; but that any Power might, if it chose, make separate arrangements 
with the Egyptian Government in respect to ships arriving at Suez and iHutitd for olio 
of its own ports. 

To these reservations Italy objects; and it sc*cms prolwble that she will he 
supported in these objections by Germany, as well as by other Continental Powers. 

The Board of Trade have, as the Secretary of State is aware, given their entire 
assent to the reservations made by Her Majesty's Government, nor has anything 
which bus since happened shaken their opinion that the course of policy involved in 
these reservations is the right and proper course both for the commercial interests of 
the world and for the due prelection of the health of Europe. Hut at the sanm time 
the circumstances .which have since happened show that the Great Powers of Europe 
are disposed to take an active part in the question, and it cannot he denied that the 
opinions of Continental nations, and especially of tin* Mediterranean Powers, on the 
subject of health and quarantine, differ from those entertained in this country. On 
such a subject it is not argument alone which we have to consult. Opinion and even 
prejudice, are important factors in dealing with,such a question. It becomes, there¬ 
fore, of importance to examine our position ; to consider whether we can maintain it 
in its integrity; and, if not, what are the best means of elVecting the objects which 
we have in view. 

For the present, the proposals which it is believed that Austria intends to make 
at the Alexandrian Board of Health have alone to Is* dealt with, and upon these the 
opinion of the Board of Trade has been already expressed. What may ho the next move 
of the Continental Powers we do not know, and till wc know it, and know also by what 
inlliiciu'cs it is stqqiortcd, it is impossible to make any definite suggestion. But it 
seems probable that the proposal for a Conference may be pressed, and at any rate it is

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since the time occupied in sailing from E*rypt to ports in the United Kingdom is itself 
a sufficient quurantine. 

But in dealing with a question which must he admitted to have an international 
aspect, and which appeals strongly to European sentiment, it is scarcely sullicient that 
we should lie sujiportcfl hy arguments such as these, however strong, if their force is 
not likely to lie generally admitted; and it is not at all likely that other nations will 
admit the above position to he l>eyond discussion. 

The view lliat Egypt is a natural outpost of Europe ii one that lias, at first sight, 
much plausibility, especially with those who >till believe in quarantine, and they will 
not be without arguments or precedents in support of their view. It is clear that this 
view was entertained by the Constantinople Conference of ]8GG, and by the Vienna 
Conference of 1>7I, the latter of which took place after the openiug of the Suez 
Canal. 

Moreover, the very fact that the lteprosentativos of dilVerent nations have been 
appointed, and sit on the Alexandrian Board of Health, might l>e alleged as giving 
some support to the same view. 

Under these circumstances, it would therefore seem very difficult to exclude this 
view from discussion at a European Conference; and to attempt to do so in the face of 
strong op|K>sitinn might lead to irritation quite as dangerous as the irritating discussions 
which might take place in the Conference itself. 

The present relations of England to Egypt make the situation still more delicate. 
If* on the obvious ground that those relations give to this country power over the 
action of the Egyptian Government, we refuse to recognize tin* interests which other 
nations believe themselves to have in the sanitary administration of Egypt, it will give 
colour to the allegation that we are in Egypt for our own benefit ; and it will, as 
pointed out hy M. Maueini in his despatch of the 1 tth April, 1SSI, lead Europe to 
hold England responsible for all the evils and shortcomings of the Egyptian sanitary 
service, and, possibly, even for the introduction into Europe of disease, which that 
service, however efficient, would have no power to prevent. 

On the other hand, assuming that a Conference is to take place, and is to discuss 
these questions lively, it is quite posable that the result may lie less unfavourable 
than we have expected. Beasonalile views oucernintr quarantine may prevail, or ho 
supported by a strong minority. If the result of a Conference should lie to give us the 
one great object for which weave anxious, viz., the passage through the Canal in 
quarantine of ships hound to our shores, a great point will have been gained. At the 
worst, it will lie possible for England to withdraw or withhold her assent to anything 
which appears to he mischievous or dangerous. At any rate, \\<* shall, niter any such 
discussion, lie in a better position than at present to understand what the Great Bowers 
of Europe really desire. This is a point of considerable importance. At present, we 
do not know what Italy or Branco, or Austria or Germany, arc likely to propose, or 
whether they are likely to agree with one another. And it may well deserve considera¬ 
tion whether* if a free Conference is further urged on Her Majesty's Government* it 
may not he desirable, liefore giving any linal reply, to endeavour to ascertain what aro 
the views which the Governments of these countries entertain, and what arc the specific 
proposals which they would submit. It may even he possible in this, as it has been in 
other eases, to come to some understanding without the delay and trouble which a 
Conference must necessarily occasion. 

Under these circumstances, it appears to the Board of Trade that it may prove 
desirable to modify in some degree the attitude hitherto assumed hy this country, and 
to open the door to a wider discussion of the whole question than lias hitherto been 
thought desirable. 

The Board of Trade feel, however, that they are in some difficulty in the matter. 
So much depends on the one hand, hi the real views of foreign Bowers, and on the 
strength with which they are disposed to press those views, and, on the other hand, on 
the views entertained hy Her Majesty’s Government concerning the general policy of 
this country in Egypt, that any views given hy a Department can only lie partial and 
incomplete. And to this i must h • added, as stated above, that until some further 
step is taken hv foreign Bowers, no specific course can he recommended for adoption. 

Finally, there is hk* |hH ut which the Board would suggest for the consideration 
of 1/ird Granville, and which may not lie without its value in the consideration and 
discussion of the question, viz., that, if it should ><> Implicit that the action of the 
Continental Boyveiswcrc to throw serious impediments in the way of the navigation of 
the Suez Canal, the result might he to drive me considerable portion of the trad i

Sir, Alexandria , August 19, 1884. 

1 HAVE the honour to transmit to you two copies of the Minutes of a meeting of 
the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board held on the 18th July. 

A communication from the Veterinary Inspector of Upper Egypt, und the Inspector 
of Kcnch and Esnclt, reporting that those localities were free from bovine typhus. 
Reports were also received from the Sanitary Inspector of Lower Egypt, hut the Council 
decided to maintain the present annotation on hills of health. 

A communication from the Dutch Delegate, reporting the receipt of a telegram from 
Batavia, dated the 15th instant, announcing that cholera was raging at Deli. 

A letter from the Turkish Delegate, reporting that the Sanitary Council at Constan¬ 
tinople had decided that all vessels arriving from the Mediterranean littoral of France, 
Corsica, Algiers, and Tunis must undergo ten days’ quarantine. Arrivals from Egyptian 
ports five days’ quarantine of observation. 

The President announced that yesterday evening a letter was received from the 
captain of the French steamer “ Said,” which Imd the previous day arrived at Alexandria, 
reporting that one of his crew was attacked with an illness presenting all the symptoms of 
cholera, and requesting that he might be immediately taken to the lazaretto hospital. 
This was followed in the morning, however, by a further letter, dated 4 a.m., inclosing 
a certificate from the ship’s doctor, stating that the patient was recovering, and that 
nil symptoms of cholera had disappeared, and that he had only been suffering from 
a severe attack of indigestion. The Administration naturally treated this second commu¬ 
nication with reserve. The patient was visited hy the Inspector-General, declared lo 
l>e suffering from cholera, and, together with the other passengers, removed to the 
lazaretto. The Italian Delegate expressed his approval of the manner in which the 
Administration had acted. 

A correspondence relating to a credit which the President of the Board had demanded 
from the Egyptian Government for the purpose of fitting up the lazaretto at Gabari was 
then communicated to the meeting, Tin* Government bad supplied 500/., and when this 
was spent, the work at Gabari was stopped, und a new credit asked for. His Excellency 
Nubar Pasha, in reply, telegraphed that the Egyptian Government placed at the disposal 
of the Quarantine Board the sum of 5,000/. as an advance for urgent works. 

Mr. Mieville replied that he would submit bis Excellency’s telegram to the Quarantine 
Board, but that without its consent be could not accept such an advance, or assume 
on behalf of the Quarantine Board the responsibility of payments for works which 
the Egyptian Government bad always recognized as incumbent on itself to provide. 

A discussion followed, and on the motion of the French Delegate the Resolution (a 
translation of which I have the honour herewith to forward you) was agreed to. 

A conversation then ensued as to the applieation of the Quarantine tariff on 
merchandize, and the President remarked that, according to the tariff, all goods 
from infected places, whatever their nature, were required to pay the dues. He uLo added 
that, desirous ns he was to grant all possible facilities to commerce, lie hoped the Council 
would authorize him to interpret the tariff, in so fur as non-suscepttble goods were 
concerned, in as liberal a manner as possible. 

To this the Council consented.

I AM directed bv the Secretary of State for India in Council to acknowledge the 
receipt of vour Inters, dated the 19th and 26tlr ultimo, relative to certain proposals 
which it is*understood are likely to be brought forward at the Alexandria Board of 
Health with regard to the constitution of the Board itself and to quarantine measures 

* WMi regard to the first of the four proposals now emanating from the Austro- 
Hungarian (fovernment, Lord Kimberley cannot doubt that the Alexandria Board 
would be acting beyond its powers in taking any direct action with respect to its own 
reorganization, which is a question entirely for diplomatic settlement. 

'The second proposal for the creation of a budget for the sanitary establishment 
appears to be designed to secure the maintenance of an efficient system of sanitary 
control, and therefore to l»e dependent on the conclusions come to on the third and 
fourth proposals. .... 

These last-named proposals appear to Lord Kimberley to come more witlun the 
appropriate Held of action of the Quarantine Board, and his Lordship is inclined to he 
of opinion that it would not he advisable that Her Majesty’s Government should oiler 
direct opposition to the principle of the measures suggested. It appears to him that 
the right course is to promote such an application of the third proposal (that for 
control over transhipment of passengers at Suez) as shall he least onerous, consis¬ 
tently with securing the object in view, and with regard to the fourth (prohibition of 
transit through the Canal in quarantine until n more effectual control is established), 
the groat aim of our action should In* to provide the immediate establishment of 
the “ more effectual control” demanded, in such measure as to calm apprehension in 
Europe, and thus to render the prohibition itself uncalled for, or to induce its termina¬ 
tion at ihe earliest possible date. ... 

With reference to the reply given to the recent invitation ol tin* Italian Govern¬ 
ment to tin* proposed Conference on the subject of quarantine, Lord Kimberley doubts 
whether the preliminary ground taken up by the Foreign Office (though at the time 
conditionally concurred’in by this Office) should he maintained. It is apprehended 
Hut any objection to measures or principles advocated at such a Conference, or even 
carried hv a majority, would, under existing circumstances, be more effectually 
supported* by the rceoriM arguments, and, if necessary, protests of the opponents, than 
bv a refusal*to discuss them. A large portion of the population of continental States 
has so fervent a belief in tin* doctrines of contagion and of .lie efficacy of quarantine 
that it cannot conceive England, in her professedly adverse belief, to he actuated by 
any but the most selfish motives. Euro|io now seems likely to have every opportunity 
of testing the conflicting views as to the spread of cholera and the value of quarantine; 
and there have l. en some indications, however slight, since the outbreak at Toulon, of 
more reasonable opinions on these subjects. Meanwhile, as it is obvious that we are 
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not in a position to force our views upon the rest of Europe, it seems to lie undesirable 
to provoke the resentment of other nations by manifesting a determination to act in 
defiance of opinions, which, however erroneous, in our belief are too widely prevalent 
to be safely disregarded.

The Board has declared itself in favour of the project, and should the proposed 
arrangement he eventually carried out, considerable advantage would accrue to commerce 
at Port Said, and, as Mr. Russell reports, it would prove advantageous to the customs 
administration, and a fruitful source of revenue to the Quarantine Board.

Vice-Consul Russell to Acting Consul Burrell. 

Sir, Alexandria, August 26, 18S4. 

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on I be 5th instant, when the President drew attention to the 
important question of the construction of a lazaretto for merchandize at Port Said. He 
reminded the Board that on the 12th Julv it had authorized the landing at Port Said of 
certain merchandize under specific conditions. The agents of Navigation Companies, on 
receiving a communication of that decision, pointed out that the conditions were too 
onerous, and that a lazaretto was wanted more than ever. 

The situation therefore, remarked the President, was at that date one of much 
difficulty; on the one hand, the losses to commerce at Port Said made the question ot 
vital importance; on the other hand, the Egyptian Government were unable to undertake 
the expense, and the Board itself would not, on principle, consent to build the lazaretto 
nor to hypothecate the quarantine dues which the establishment of such a lazaretto would 
bring in. 

Under these circumstances the President invited the Port Said agents to appoint a 
deputation to call upon him and discuss the question viva voce. 'I his proposal was 
accepted, and in the first interview the following scheme was provisionally ugreed 
upon, 

1. A Company to be formed by the interested parties for the purpose of budding a 
lazaretto in a spot and after a plan to be approved of by the Quarantine authorities. 

2. The necessary ground to bo given by the Egyptian Government. 

3. The Government further to grant to the Company the right of levying for n 
certain number of years a small surtax per ton on goods disinfected. 

The Board, alter a short discussion, declared itself in favour ot the project which 
resolves itself into a self-imposed tax on commerce, with the object of avoiding the 
serious losses now incurred by the prohibition to land merchandize from the Eust in timo 
when quarantine is imposed. 
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If carried out this arrangement will prove a fruitful source of revenue to the 
Quarantine Board, and the Custom Administration will also profit bv it.

‘ ' IN reply to your Lordship’s despatch of the 26th July, with inclosures from Messrs. 
Hathhone and Co'., concerning the quarantine undergone at Jch-el-lor by the passen u;ra 
of their steamer “ Mira,” I have the honour to submit to your Lordship the tollowing 

SC1 \Vhen tile circumstances of this case, as published in the “ Egyptian Gazette ” of the 
20th May last, were communicated to the Delegates at a meeting ot the Maritime and Quaran¬ 
tine Sanitary Board, the Inspcctor-Gcncml. Dr. Ardouin lley, stated that the buddings at the 
quarantine station were utterly unfit for the reception ol passengers to perform quarantine. 
This opinion was also shared bv several of the Delegates who knew the quarantine station. 

It was therefore decided that, until a proper lazaretto is erected, passengers shall he allowed 
to perform their quarantine on hoard, disembarking Only for the time: necessary to cleanse 
and disinfect the vessel, should it he considered necessary. After the meeting I had a 
conversation on the subject with the Inspector-General, who stated tin.the description ol 
the (|uaruntinc station, ns given by the passengers of the steam-ship . »*., w per e y 

With regard to the observations by a high medical authority in India, quoted by 
Messrs. Knthbonc and Co. in their letter,that the Quarantine Officer at lor may have 
been obeying the orders of his superior authority, but in the action taken by !nm vas 
evidenced a complete ignorance of the natural history of the cholera disease, “ c » J 
observe that the Quarantine Officer is guided by the printed hides issued b\ the . Isr time 
and Quarantine Hoard, and has no discretionary power, and that these Rules are made out 
for a system of quarantine based on the supposition that proper lazaretto accommodation 
existsthat the Quarantine Officer is ignorant of the natural history ol cholera disease is 
verv likelv to he true, ns these officers are not selected lor any special know edge ol public 
medicine, but arc simply officials whose duty it is to enforce the Quarantine Hides supplied 
to them bv the Administration, these Hides being compiled bv the Delegates at the Hoard, 
who arc not necessarily medical men, nor men possessing scientific knowledge ol disease 
and its prevention. . .. .. . 

Willi rvL-mil to the fitne-s or unfitness of the lazarettos for quarantine purposes, it is 
lhc duty of the Inspector-General to visit them, ami report to the Administration and to 
the Board; but on the Egyptian Government devolves the responsibility of providing 
proper buildings and accommodation, the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Hoard having 
no funds for the purpose. __ « ... 

With regard to the recommendation made by Messrs. Rathbonc and Co., that a dis¬ 
tinction should be made between vessels carrying pilgrims and vessels carrying only 
European pa?sengcrs, I would observe that such a distinction is made, and that, although 
the treatment applied to the steam-ship " Mira” was, in my opinion, unnecessarily severe, 
although ill accordance with the Rules, pilgrim vessels are treated much more severely. 

'lo remedy the grievances complained of hy Messrs. Hathhone and Co., and so 
evident to any one who has a knowledge of the object aimed at by quarantine, a complete 
reorganization ol the Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board would be necessary. The 
Administration would require a stall of capable and independent olheers, men above 
suspicion, coumiuiidimt public confidence, to whom a certain discretionary power could tic 
(.ranted, in addition to w hich it would lie necessary to be able to put in iorcc stringent 
police regulations to prevent aud punish infractions. 

I feel convinced that if masters of vessels fell that false declarations and other infrac- 
tions would certainly he punished, such infractions would become rare ; the Delegates at 
the Quarantine Hoard would extend confidence to the declarations ol bmp-masters, which 
at present they almost invariably regard with suspicion, and would be inclined to modify 
niuiiy of their regulations.

The Board of Trade feel, however, considerable difficulty in advising on this project, 
as they have no knowledge or means of advice beyond what appears in the papers. If, as 
would seem to bo the case, it meets the views of the trade, they would not object to it. It 
will be for the Foreign Office to consider, now that the whole subject is under considera¬ 
tion, whether it is desirable to proceed with the scheme or not. Such a Company as is 
proposed might, in the possible event of a really good and efficient Board being established, 
prove to be an embarrassment.

M. le Dr. Ardouin Bey cxpliquc au Conscil quo lc droit dc sdjour qui nest exigible 
qu’apres quiiizc jours dc quarantaine, a toujours cxistd, ct que dc tout temps dgalemcnt 1'eau 
consonimce par les bestiaux u dtd A la charge dc leurs proprictuircs. Quo par consequent 
l’assertion des rddamnnts est incxacte. Bten plus, lorsquc Fon a rdvisc les RA.-lc ...cuts 
dans le cournnt de cette anncc-ci, le Comitc dcs Finances a propose uu Conscil de diminucr 
lc droit dc si-jour, qui dtuit plus eleve A pariir du cinquidmu jour que pendant les quairc 
premiers, en rdduisunt cette luxe A un memo chiflre par jour pendant toute la period.' du 
sdjour lies animaux dans lcs pares. Cette proposition a etc ucceptcu pat lc Conscil. Lcs 
charges qui pesaient sur lcs importatcurs des animaux, loin d’etre augmentdes, ont done duS 
Idgcrement diminudes. 


Quant a la demandc de fairc batir dcs dcurics particulidrcs, M. Ic Dr. Ardouin Bey nc 
croit pas necessaire de s’y arreter, persuadd que le Conscil en rcconnait l’inadmissibilitd.

Tl cst encore donne connaissance au Conscil d’unc lettre du Directeur dcs Ecoles 
Chrdtienncs d’Alexandric demandant l’excmption dcs droits de quarantainc pour tous lcs 
articles ct fourniturcs de classc. 

3/. h Dr. de Castro dit que Ic Comite dcs Finances a examine? ccttc demandc ct a 
trouvd que si Ton accovde aux Frdrcs l’excmption, il faudrait en fairc autant pour lcs autres 
dcoles. 

D'un autre c6td, il faut considdrer que e’est unc concurrence qu’ils font au commerce. 

Par consequent, le Comite des Finances a conclu qu’il n’y a pas lieu de leur accorder 
I'exemption dcmandec a moins qu’on nc veuille l’etendrc b toutes lcs dcoles en gdndral. 

yi. Guillois nc portage pas l’avis de M. Ic Dr. de Castro en cc qui conccrnc la 
concurrence faite au commerce, attendu que lcs articles que les Frdrcs font venir 
de l’dt ranger servent cxclusivemcnt a leur propre consommution. 

Apres ces diverses observations, Ic President pose la question au point de vue gdndral 
ct soumet a la votntion la question desavoir si Ton doit cxempter des droits quarantenaircs 
les articles scolaircs. 

La rotation aynnt cu lieu, le Conscil, par 0 voix, sc prononce affermativement. 

MM. les Drs* Kulp, le Ddldgud par interim d’Autriche-IIongrie, et de Castro, 
Dr. Ardouin Bey, et le President, se sont abstenus de voter. 

Le President demandc si cettc exemption doit s’etendre encore aux aliments et articles 
diverses ; out rdpondu oui, 7 membres du Conscil; out rdpondu non, 3 membres (Dr. de 
Castro, Dixon, et le President). . . 

Sc sont abstenus de voter: MM. le Dr. Sierra, Dr. Kulp, le Ddldgud par intdrim 
d'Autriche-IIongrie, et Ic Dr. Ardouin Bcv. 

A la suite de ces deux rotations lc Conseil ddeide d’exondrer dcs droits quarantenaircs 
les fourniturcs dc classes ct autres etfets ct articles importes de I’etrnngcr, ct destines aux 
dcoles ct colleges publics.

Les agents des Compagnies de Navigation avont re<;u communication dc cettc 
decision, out fait observer par lettre du 1* Juillet que cette decision lie moditiait. cn ricnla 
situation a cause des restrictions qui l'accompugncnt, et auxqucllcs il cst impossible dc sc 
soustraire; ils njouteut quo la creation d'un lazaret il Port-Said s’imposo done phis que 
jamais puisque e’est lu seul moyeii dc sauvegurdcr hi *unte publique, et de mettre cn iii6me 
temps tin b unc crise trds grave pour la navigation, le commerce, et la population 
ouvricrc. 

“La situation done,” dit le President, “dtait a cettc date d'une difficulld extldme. 
D'un cold la situation comiiicrcialc a Port-Said, qui, d’upic* la lettre des agents, s’est 
ddvcloppee au point de fuire de cettc question unc question vitalcj dc I autre cote, Ic 
Gouvernemcnt Egyptien lie se trouve pas en dtat de suppoiter cette charge ; le Conscil 
ne pent, par prim ipe, a part la question de la pauvretc dc ses fmances, construire cc 
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lazaret, ni dans cc but hypothequer les taxes quarantenaircs qui lui reviendraient de cc 
chef. 

“ C’est dans ces circonstances que ma lettre du 21 Juillet prccitd avait dtd dcritc ct 
la rdponse qui n’a pas tarde il venir in'in form ait qu’il avait dtd convenu dans unc rdunion 
tenuc le 23 que M. Savon, Directeur de la Maison lhiziu et Cic., ct M. Blanc, agent dcs 
Messa^cries Maritimes ii Port-Said, partiraient pour Alcxandric lc 30 Juillet et se joindraient 
il M. l’agcnt de la Pdninsulaire il Alcxandric.”

Acting Consul Burrell to Earl Granville.—(Received September 22.)

My Lord, Alexandria , September 15, 1884. 

I HAVE the honour to forward to your Lordship a copy of a protest made by 
Messrs. Moss, agents of the British India Steamship Company, dated the 28th August, 
and copies of the correspondence relating to it. 

The question arises from a decision of the Sanitary Board of Alexandria on the 
following proposal— 

Dr. Mackic, who was British Sanitary Delegate on the Sanitary Board, made on the 
25th June last a proposal:— 

" That free pratique he allowed in Egypt to postal steamers and ships of war from 
India, seeing the satisfactory information which had lately and for some time been received 
of the sanitary condition of Calcutta and Bombay.” 

This proposal was strongly opposed, and was only carried, as Dr. Mackic reported, 
by the votes of three Delegates which ho had previously secured ; these Delegates, how¬ 
ever, would not have consented to vote with him for a complete suppression of quarantine 
for all classes of vessels. 

By their protest, through Mr. Moss, the British India Steam-ship Company com¬ 
plained that they are unfairly handicapped, as their steamers when not carrying mails are 
excluded from the advantages given to postal and war-ships. 

I transmitted the protest to Mr. Micville, President of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board, who, in a letter of which 1 inclose a copy, pointed out that it was 
addressed to the President of the International Quarantine Board, a title which did not 
apply to him, as the title of the Board over which he presided was the Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board, and in any case he suggested that it might with more 
propriety be handed to the British Delegate on the Board. 

Under these circumstances, I thought it advisable that the British Delegate should 
take what action he thought best in the matter, and, on receiving back the protest from 
the President of the Board, transmitted it to Mr. Russell. At the same time, I informed 
Mr. Moss that his protest had been handed to the British Delegate, and that the title 
“ International Sanitary Board ” was not recognized by the person to whom he had addressed 
the protest. 

Mr. Russell, in his despatch to me of the 12th instant, informs me that he bus not 
presented the protest to the Board for the reason that it was on the proposal of 
Dr. Mackic, the British Delegate, that an exception was made for postul and war-ship* 
only. 
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In forwarding the protest of the British India Steam-ship Company, and the corre¬ 
spondence with reference to it, for vour Lordship’s information, I should point out— 

I. That the title “ International Sanitary Board" has never been recognized by 
Mr. Mievillc, the President of the Board here, as the Administration is Egyptian, and .not 
international, and its proper title is the “ Conseil Sanitaire Maritime ct Quarantenairc of 
Egvpt. 

' 2. That the British India Steam-ship Company, although there is n surgeon on board 
their ships, cannot, except when they carry mails, come within the “ R6glement ” excepting 
postal and war-ships from quarantine; and that it a proposal were made to the Board 
to give their ships the same privilege, the Board would certainly withdraw the exception 
already made.

I HAVE the honour to inform you that I have not presented to the Mnritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board the copy of a protest, herewith inclosed, filed in Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consulate by Mr. Moss, representing R. J. Moss and Co., duly authorized 
agents of the British India Steam-ship Company, for the following reason 

On the 25th June last Dr. Mackie, who was British Delegate on the Sanitary Board, 
made the following proposal at the meeting held that day : 

“ That free pratique be allowed in Egypt to postal steamers and ships of war from 
India, seeing the satisfactory information which had lately and for some time been received 
of the sanitary condition of Calcutta and Bombay.” 

Dr. Mackie, in his despatch dated the 20th June, reported that most of the 
European Delegates were strongly opposed to his proposition, but he carried it owing to 
his having secured the votes of three of the European Delegates before the meeting. 1 hey, 
however, would not have consented to vote with him for the complete suppression of 
quarantine for all classes of vessels. 

In these circumstances, and as reported above, I have refrained from taking any 
action in regaidto this protest, but think you may deem it advisublc to refer the whole 
question to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State.

Protest. 

BY this public instrument of protest hereinafter contained : 

Be it known and made manifest unto all people that on the 27th August, 1884, 
personally came before me, John Frederick Russell, Her Britannic Majesty’s Vice-Consul 
at Alexandria, Robert Johnson Moss, representing R. J. Moss and Co., duly authorized 
agents of the British India Steam-ship Company, who did duly and solemnly declare as 
follows, that is to say :— 

That the strain-ship M Dacca," belonging to the aforesaid British Steam-ship 
Company, left the port of Calcutta on or nbout the 2nd August, 1884, the said vessel 
being then well manned, well victualled, carrying a qualified surgeon on board, and 
starting from the aforesaid port of Calcutta with a clcun hill of health. 

That the aforesaid vessel arrived at Suez on or about the 2Gth August, 1884, no 
sickness having occur!ed since her departure from the above-mentioned port ot Calcutta, 
and no cause having arisen, so far as the ship “ Dacca” was concerned, why free pratique 
should not be given her immediately on arrival at the said port of Suez. 

That, notwithstanding the facts stated above, on urrivul at the aforesaid port of Suez, 
the suid ship was delayed for a period of twenty-four hours, and free pratique was refused 
her until the aforesaid twenty-four hours were completed, by order of the International 
Quarantine Bourd. 
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That the said International Quarantine Board has permitted and still permits free 
pratique to certain other vessels from the said port of Calcutta immediately on tho 
arrival of the said ships at the said port of Suez, according to terms of a R£glemcnt issued 
on the 25th June, 1884, wherein the International Quarantine Board has ruled that only 
men-of-war and mail-ships arriving from Calcutta, having left that port after the 
25th June, 1884, will be admitted to free pratique after a medical visit to he paid. All 
other ships arriving from Calcutta under same circumstances of sanitary condition must 
perform twenty-four hours* quarantine at Moses’ Wells, where a medical visit will be paid 
them before being admitted to pratique. 

We, the Undersigned, as agents of the British India Steam Navigation Company, 
protest against the said Reglcmcnt, which operates in a most unfair manner towards the 
Company’s ships, entailing not only severe losses on the Company, but virtually 
handicapping their ships in the passenger-carrying trade.

Memorandum bg Mr. Midville on the Egyptian Sanitary and Quarantine Tariff.* 

THE Inriff actually applied throughout the Egyptian Quarantine Service is based 
on the Ottoman Sanitary Tnrift ol 1838. The modifications made therein from time to 
time were introduced by Viceregal or Khedivial Decrees and by Ministerial Ordinances, 
and were approved, or at least acquiesced in, by the Quarantine Board, on which the 
various European Powers nrc represented by special Delegates. 

In 1872 the Ottoman larifl was raised bv the Constantinople Council, and a scheme 
for a higher Tariff was likewise brought before the Egyptian Board of Health. 

Germany and Holland agreed to this higher Tariff i» toto. Greece, Italy, Austria, 
fJJj France gave their adhesion conditionally, while England alone raised serious 'difficulties. 
I he British Delegate demanded certuili assurances in regard to the necessity for the change 
and also as to the benefits (if any) bestowed by the Quarantine Service on British shipping, 
lhesc assurances were not forthcoming, and the higher Tariff conscqucntlv was never put 
into force. ' 

By Khedivial Decree dated the 3rd January, 1881, the Quarantine Service was 
separated from the Board of Health proper, and Article 24 of this Decree ordains that the 
Quarantine Board should, through an Executive Committee composed of the President, 
the Inspector-General, and one Consular Delegate, control its own finances. Article 24 
further sets forth the basis on which the Board’s first Budget should be framed; declares 
that any deficit shall bo made good by the State, while any balance shall be retained by 
the Board; and orders that the Board shall, without delay, consider how best to equalize 
its receipts and expenditure. 

At that date, as now, the large mojority of the Euro|>can employes were under-paid, 
and, recognizing this fuct, and also that the existing Tariff needed revision—the dues falling 
with undue severity on the vessels least able to support such charges—the new Finance 
Committee (created by Article 24) submitted to the Board on the 8th June, 1881, n 
proposal to raise the Tariff on the lines of the Ottoman Tariff of 1872, i.c., higher 
tonnage dues reckoned on register tonnage, but only leviable at one port during the same

voyage. Out of eighteen members present at the meeting, sixteen accepted this proposal 
ad referendum, stipulating, however, that the Egyptian Government should formally 
engage to construct immediately four lazarettos held to be indispensable. 1 his stipulation 
was not fultilled. The Consular Delegates have, from time to time, made communications 
to the Board as to the views of their respective Governments, but the higher lariff has 
not, up to the present, been adopted. 

I am of opinion that some change in this direction is necessary: it is essential that 
the Health Officers at the several ports should, by being well paid, be placed above tempta¬ 
tion, and this cannot be done as things now are. 

The question is the more urgent at the present time as, owing to the evacuation by 
Egvpt of llarrar and the Somali Const, three quarantine stations will almost immediately 
he closed, viz, the offices at Barboru, Zcilah, and Abou-El-I!ar. And this means a net 
loss to the Quarantine Administration of somewhat over 3,000/. n-year, which on an 
annual Budget of 27,000/. is a very serious consideration.

LE Taiif Sanitaire en vigueur cn Egyptc est Tnncicn Tarif de I’Empirc Ottoman 
dtabli en 1838, et modifie depuis lors, it diverscs reprises, par Decrcts Khddiviaux ou par 
arr^tes Ministeriels. 

Actuellcmcnt les droits dc quarantine et de disinfection frnppant les marchandises en 
contumacc sont encore ccux du Tarif Ottoman de 1838. 

Les droits sur les passagers cn qnarantaine entrant au lazaret ont iti adoptes par le 
Conseil Sanitaire d’Egyptc le 26 Septcmbrc, 1871. lls sont basis sur ccux du Tarif 
Ottoman mais un peu plus clevis. 

Les droits d'interrogatoirc et de patente, ott dc visa, ainsi que le droit permit sur les 
navircs en quarantaine, ont iti fixes par Dicret Khedivial du 16 Juillct, 1875. Ce Deeret 
modifie l'cclicUe de tonnage ndopte par I'ancien Tarif Ottoman et augmente la taxe.

La taxe quarantennire sur les pcaux d’animaux a etd etablie conformement a un 
Dicrct Khedivial du 27 Fevricr, 1871, par decision du Conseil Privfi cn date du 2 Avril, 
1873. 

La taxe sur les animaux cn quarantaine est basic sur ccllc de I’ancien Tarif Ottoman, 
mais est augtucntie. 

Ccs changements succcssifs out iti apportis au Tarif dc 1838 avee l’assentimenf ou 
la tolirancc du Conseil Sanitaire d’Egypte composi des Dilugues dcs Puissances. 

I.’insuffisancc et les difauts du Tarif Sanitaire Ottoman dc 1838 applique il la fois en 
Turquie et cn Egyptc nc tardirent pas a etre l'cconnus dans Pun ct 1’autrc nays: Aussi 
dis 1856, la Sublime Porte cntamu-t-cllc des ncgociutions uvee les Puissances Kuropienncs 
dans le but de reformer cc Tarif. En 1866 un projet de Tarif prisenti a la Conference 
Sanitaire Internationale de Constantinople itait adopte a la majoriti dcs voix, MM. les 
Dilcguis dc la Grande-Bretagne fuisunt eonstater qu’ils itaient rentes itrangers aussi bicn 
a la discussion qu’au vote du projet de ruformc du Tarif Sanitaire. Depuis cette epoquo 
la Porte contiuua ses demarches uupres des Puissances ct ellc put eiifiu appliquer en 1*72 
le Tarif aceepte par lu Conference, il devait. apres quatre unnees d’experience fitre dc 
nouveau examine, ce qui lut fail en 1876, >uns que des changements cusscnt etc reconn us 
necessaires.

Dans la sdancc du 27 Septcmbrc, 1872, MM. les Ddleguds d’AUemngnc ct des Pays-

M. le Delegud dc Grecc Padopta dgalement, se rdservant toutefois dir proposer 
ultdrieurement line rdduction des droits quarantenaires actucls et du droit de reconnais¬ 
sance pour les bat intents au-dcssous de 500 tonneaux. 

M. le Deldgud d’Italic Padopta cn demnndant s’il dtait possible quo la piastre 
Egyptienne fut reduitc dans cc Tarif il la valour de la piastre Turquc. 

MM. les Delegues d’Autriche-Hongrie et dc Hussic adoptdrent dgalement le Tarif 
moyennant les f’acilitds ddjii convcnues en principe cn favour des paquebots-poste. M. Ic 
Ddldgud d’Austriclic-IIongric specifia cn outre le droit it une rdvision de cc Tarif aprds un 
essai de trois ans. 

M. le Deldgud de France y donna aussi son adhdsion a la condition que Pon accord&t 
un privilege aux paquebots-poste et que Pon renon^t il la taxe proposde sur les 
voyageurs revenant du lledjaz. 

M. le Delegud d’Aiigletcrrc adopta lc Tarif propose comnic tout farif rcmundrntcur 
des ddpenses rdellcs, dtant donnd qu’il soit ddmontre ne pas realiser un prodint superieur 
aux ddpenses. 

II demeura acquis il la fin dc la sdancc que les Ddldguds Consulaires ct les autres 
membres du Conseil il l’unanimitc adoptent lc nouveau Tarif dans les conditions et avee 
les modifications spdcifidcs. Ce Tarif deincurc done dtabli pour etre mis il exdcution dds 
que des calculs numdriques nuront convaincu M. lc Ddldgud d'Anglcterrc quo le produit 
n’en sera pas supdricur aux ddpenses du Service Sanitaire, ct avee facultd de revision aprds 
un essai de trois ans. 

Dans la seance du 20 Mars, 1873, M. lc Ddldgud d’Anglctcrre coinmuniqua la rdponse 
du Gouvcrnement dc Sa Majestd Britanniquc au sujet du nouveau Tarif dcs droits 
sanitaires. D'aprds cette rdponse, lc Gouvemement Anglais demande an prealable des 
rcnscigncmcnts distincts ct authentiquca tant cn cc qui conccrnc les services pouvant dire 
rendus qu’en ce (|ui conccrnc les droits il imposer. II observe en outre qu'avnnt de 
consentir au preldvemcnt de nouveaux droits sur la marine Anglaisc il est ndcossairc dc 
fournir la preuve que lc service pour lequcl la taxe est perdue est avnntageux a la marine 
ou ndeessaire pour eviter dcs maux ou dcs dangers causds par clle,et quo le revenu produit 
par cette taxe ne soit pas liors de proportion avee les avantages en rdsultcr et plus que 
suffisant pour subvenir aux frais ndccssaircs du service. 

\jc President du Conseil s’engagea a rcnouvclcr il M. l’Agenl et Consul-General 
d’Anglcterrc les explications relatives au Service Sanitaire et il rdpondro aux demandes 
de lvnseigncments qui venaient d’dtrc posdes par lc Gouvcrnement dc Sa Majestd 
Britanniquc. 

Depuis lors, la question en rcsta lii et le Tarif nc fut point mis en vigueur. 

Les raisons qui ont fait accepter la reformc du Tarif Sanitaire cn Turquie, peuvent ii 
aussi juste titre dtre invoqudes en Egyptc: D’une part les recettes obtenues par 
l’application du Tarif actucl suffisent il peine il pourvoir au traitement d’un personnel mal 
rdtribue et ii l’entrcticn d’un maidricl incomplct; clles ne laissent uucune rcssourcc 
disponiblc il 1’Administration Quarantenaire qui sc trouve par lc fait dans I’impossibilitd 
d’uugmentcr son materiel, de pcrfectionner scs mdthodcs, et de poursuivre les progrdo 
accomplis dans les services sanitaires des autres pays. D’autre part, les droits sanitaires et 
quarantenaires sont mal coordonncs ct mal rdpnrtis. 

I.es taxes sur les marchandises en quarantaine nc sont proportionnelles ni ii la vnleur 
dcs marchandises, ni a la rigucur du traitement qui leur est applique; elles frappent 
durement les matures premieres ct touchent legerement aux objets de hunt prix. Celles 
qui conccrnent les navi res cn quarantaine sont trop lourdes pour les petits Imtiments, pour 
les navircs il voile, et insignifiantes pour les navircs il vaneur d’un fori tonnage. 

!>is navircs postaux sont exoneres en Egyptc du paiement des droits sanitaires 
d’interrogatoirc, et do patente ou de visa; les navircs de commerce qui quiltent Alexandria 
pour se rend re cn Europe sont cxcmptds du droit de patente, tandis quo ccux qui patient 
de cc port pour le Turquie ncquittent lc droit; certains navircs patent des tuxes infdrieures 
ii celles qu’ucquittcnt les autres navircs.

“ Nous proposons en consyqucncc au Conseil dc vouloir bicn prendre dcs conclu¬ 
sions tendant 5 supprimer l’cxccption faito cn faveur dc certaincs cutygorics de bateaux 
qui Ircqucntent les ports Egypticns, et de les soumettre iudistinctcmcnt aux taxes sani- 


taires actuellemcnt en vigucur. Toutcfois, ccttc resolution nc devrait pas, a notre avis, 
cm porter la renouciation au projet tendant A obtenir des Puissances 1 adoption pour 
Pfigypte, du Tarif Sanitaire applique dans FEtnpire Ottoman.” 

Enfin, dans son Rapport sur FExcrcicc 1883 prdscntd it la seance du 22 Ddccmbre, 
1883, ct approuve par le Conseil, le Comite des Finances s’cxprime ainsi:— 

'* Nous ferons remavqucr en tenninant cet expose, que les reccttcs du Conseil Sani¬ 
taire Maritime et Quarantcnairc sont foibles ct trAs variables; que par suite, la situation 
financierc de rAdministration est parfois precaire. 

“ L’adoption du Tarif dc Constantinople, proposdc par votre premier Comitd des 
Finances ct acceptdc en principc par le Conseil dans la sdonee du 8 Juin, 1881, ou tout au 
moins Fapplication des Tarifs actuellemcnt cn vigucur, A tous les navircs post aux etautres, 
mettrait fin a ce fAchcux dtat de cboscs, tout cn assurant it l'avenir la bonne marcho du 
service et lapplication des ameliorations progressives dont il est susceptible.

J'AI communique au Conseil, duns sa stance du 31 Aout dernier, la lettre en date du 
25 que Mr. Cookson, Gerant de 1’Agencc ct Consulat-Gdndral d'Angletetrc cn Egyptc, 
tous a chargd de m’dcrire conecrnant le projet de budget et la revision des larifs 
Sanitaires. . . 

Le Conseil consults sur la rdponse qu’il convcnait dc fiure a ccttc communication, a 
prdsente les observations suivantes:— 

1. L’Article 24 du Ddcret Khddivial du 3 Janvier, 1881, stipule en termes formels, 
ainsi que le fait remarquer votre lettre, que le Conseil, pour ctablir son premier budget, 
est tenu dc prendre pour bases dc scs calculs la moyenne des depenscs faites pour assurer 
la marclie de cc service pendant les trois dernieres annecs. 

Le Comite des Finances charge spdcialement par le Conseil dc preparer le premier 
budget n’a pas un instant perdu de vuc l'obligation que lui iniposait 1 Article susvise. 
Malheureuscmcnt les efforts qu’il a tenths pour se rendre un comptc exact du chiffrc des 
depenscs de l’ancicnue lntendancc Sanitaire li'ont pu aboutir au resultat desire ; le Com ltd 
des Finances a du reconnaitre <|uc toutc tentative pour urriver a preciscr ce chiffro serait 
inutile pour les raisons qu’il a exposds ii la page 8, Article “ Depenscs, dans son Rapport 
imprime date du 8 Juin, 1881. . 

A defaut dc ccttc base precise, impossible il ctablir, le Comitd des Finances a du 
cbcrcher ailleurs des elements depreciation pour determiner les ddpcnscs imtncdiatcs, 
indispensable*: a cet effet il s’est guide, pour cc qui conccrnc le personnel, sur les 
conclusions du Rapport endatedu 15 Mars de la Commission dc Reorganisation, dont vous 
dies Fun des membres; ees conclusions, vous nc Fignorez pns, M. le Deldguc, out dtd, 
sauf (juefijues modifications dc ddtail, adoptees par le Conseil cn sdance plcnidre le 
17 Avril, 1881. 

Les autres chapilrcs dc depenscs ont du fitre, pour les raisons exposees ci-dcssus, 
calculus, approximutivement, d’une part sur les chiffres de depenscs qu’on a pu retrouver 
dans les etats founds par I’aneienne Administration, et d’autre part, sur certains besoins 
constates et sur letat du materiel. 

Lc Conseil nc fait pas dillicultd dc reeonnaitrc que l’objection presentee pur votre 
Gouvcrncmcnt au sujet dc 1’appreciutioii des depenscs nc manque pas d’un certain fonde- 
ment, mais il a la conviction que vous lie vous refuscre/. pas ii reconnaitre qu’il etait 
impossible, en I’dtat, d’arriver a une evaluation ubsolument cxactc dc celte purtic du 
budget. . 

11 n’en est pasde memo des divers chapitresde reccttcs. Cellcs-ci ont pu etre etablies, 
grace A un travail minutieux, avec loute la precision desirable, sur les registres des (juatre 
dernidres annecs, coninie le veut I'Article 21 du Decret Organiquc. 

Lc vccu du Gouvernemcnt Brituuuiquc sur cc point particular se trouve done 


prevenu. 

2. Atix termes du second pnrogruphe dc votre lettre le Gouvernemcnt dc Sn Majeste 
Britanniquc estime que la redaction du budget aurait dA dtre confide u des personnes 
dtrungdres au Conseil Sanitaire Maritime et Quarantcnairc. 

Vous avez pu juger par vous-mdme, M. lc Deldguc, dc la surprise generale qua 
eprouvec lc Conseil en attendant la lecture dc ccttc pnrtic dc votre communication. Lc 
memo Article 24 du Decret Organiquc que vous invoquez dans le precedent paragrapho 
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stipule formcllcment que la preparation du budget appartient au Conseil et que cclui-ci 
doit dtudier, sans retard, les moyens d’dquilibrer les reccttes ct les ddpcnscs du service. 
Lc Conseil n’a done fait qu’user dc son droit, en mfime temps qu’il remplissnit un devoir, 
lorsqu’il a librement clioisi dans son scin unc Commission A laqucllc il a con fie lc mandat 
spdeial dc preparer un projet dc budget. 

Vous nc pouvez, d’ailleurs, ignorcr et j’ai a peine besoin dc dire, que tout membre du 
Conseil jouit de la pleinc fncultc dc fairc, soit par lui-mdme soit avec l’aidc dc telle 
personne competcnte qu’il voudrait s’adjoindrc, toutes les rccherches qu’il peut juger utiles 
dans les archives dc 1’Administration de manidre A puiser dircctement tous les dldments du 
contrAlc le plus sdrieux. 

Il convient, en outre, dc rappcler que le Conseil s’est borne A accepter lc projet cn 
principc ct ad referendum ; ccttc reserve formellc avait pour but de permettre A tous les 
Gouvcrnements rcpr&cntes d’examiner les details du budget ct de les mettre en inesurc de 
donner cn parfaitc connaissance dc leur cause, A leurs mandataires, telles instructions qu’ils 
jugeraient utiles. Le Conseil est prdt A accueillir avec attention ct ddfdrence les observa¬ 
tions que lc Gouvernemcnt dc Sa Majesty Britanniquc jugerait opportuns de lui 
presenter. 1 

3. En troisidme lieu vous dcmandicz, M. le Ddldgud, si le surplus, apparemment 
inattendu, des reccttcs en favour dc I’Adininistration Sanitaire pour lc premier trimestre dc 
cettc anode, n’amencrait pas quelques modifications dans les vues du Conseil A Regard du 
projet d’augmentcr les droits sanitaires. Vous n’ignorez pas, M. le Ddldgud, qu’en dcliors des 
depenscs fixes et ddterminecs par avance, FAdministration Sanitaire Qunrantenairedoit fairc 
face, suivnnt lc moment et les circonstances, a des depenscs exceptionnellcs. Il est bien 
vrai que lc premier trimestre dc I’annec 1881 lc resultat a dtd constate pour le deuxidme 
trimestre et^peut-etre on le retrouvera pour le troisidme trimestre. Mais on peut a (firmer, 
dds aujourd’hui, que les ddpcnscs du quatridme trimestre occasionnecs par ('existence du 
cholera dans I’Indcct dans le Ilcdjaz coincidant avec lc retour du pelcrinago, non seulemcnt 
absorberont les exeddents des rccettcs des trimestres antdricurs, mais ameneront un ddficit 
considerable dans les eomptes de fin d’annec. 

II nc serait done pas juste de prendre pour base depreciation les rdsultats founds 
par un trimestre isole. 

D autre part, vous avez vous-nicmc. M. le Delegud, rcconnu avec tous vos colldgues, 
la necessity d umcliorcr la situation des employes du Service Quanmtenaire, dont lc traite- 
meut est uotqircmcnt iusiifiisaut et bien iniericur A cclui des employds des autres Adminis¬ 
trations dc l’Etnt. Vous avez partagd Favis unanime cjue pour exiger dc nos employds le 
zdle et le devouement (juc nous leur demandons, dans des circonstances parfois dan- 
gereuses, il etait. urgent de les mettre tout au moins en mesure de pouiToir convenable- 
ment a leur existence. Enfin le Conseil a reconnu A l'unanimitd Furgence d'augmenter le 
personnel de 1 Administration dans <|uel<|ucs-uus dc nos offices les plus important*. 

Ilya lieu de rappcler que lc Rapport du Comite des Finances prdsente dans la 
sdance du 8 Juin, projmse A la page 10 dc ne fixer les depenscs d’une manure ddfinitive 
<jii aprds une experience de deux amides. Durant cette periodc, comine par la suite, 
l’cxcddent des recettes dans le cas oA il s’en produirait serait aux termes de I’Article 24 <lu 
Dcci et Organiquc affeetd cxclusivcment A des depenses conecrnant le Service Quarantenaire. 
Quant A la nature dc ees ddpcnscs, le Conseil a eu soin de specifier celles qui lui ont puru 
lucomber au Gouvernemcnt local ct dans cc nombre il a pined cn premidre ligne les frais 
de construction des lazarets jugds indispensables, In soldo ct I’entreticn des militnires 
uppelcs A maintciiir l’ordre public dans les diffdrentes stations quarantenaires, les fruis <les 
croiseurs cliargds de la surveillance des cotes en temps d’epiddmie, enfin les frais des 
bateaux dcstinds A assurer les communicjitions entre Suez et les lazarets dc la Mcr 
Rouge. 

Le Conseil croit avoir rdpondu par explications aux dcluircisscmcnts que demande le 
Gouveriieiuent dc Sa Majeste Britanniquc et il espere qu'clles seront favorablement 
aeeueillies. II est certain qu’clles acquerront plus de valcur encore en passant par l’inter- 
luediaire du Ddlegud de Sn Mnjestd Britanniquc, dont il a pu apprecier cn toute circon- 
stunec la coopdrution intelligcntc ct ddvoude.
